Capt. Terrell D. Bridges 
awarded Silver Star Medal 


Capt, Terrell D, Bridges was 
recently awarded the Silver 
Star Medal for “gallantry in 
action” on March 8, 1968 
during combat near the village 
of Thon Ha Lang, Vietnam, 

The award from the 
department of the Army reads 
in part, “Bridges led his two 
elements in pursuit of the 
enemy and met strong 
resistance by an estimated Viet 
Cong platoon in Well concealed 
spider holes. Throughout the 
ensuing battle, First Lieutenant 
Bridges, with complete 
disregard for his own safety, 
repeatedly exposed himself to 
intense enemy small arms and 


automatic weapons fire in 
order to direct the fire. At one 
point in the battle, First 
Lieutenant Bridges led a squad 
assault on some of the enemy 
positions killing two Viet Cong 
as they fled, A sweep of the 
battle area revealed five enemy

License law explained 


F, D. Elliott, Shelby County’s license inspector, in a 
conversation with the writer last week, indicated that there 
were a number of people who seemed to be unaware of the 
requirement of a tag for house trailers and thought it would be 
wise if, through the colums of the Reporter, the legal rules and 
regulations were published, it might be helpful. 

We interviewed Probate Judge Conrad M. Fowler who 
gave us the correct information regarding this matter, 

Judge Fowler said: “Many people cited feel that the 
Probate Office has an interest in these matters when, as a 
matter of fact, the penalty and citation fee are paid to the 
license inspector and the law permits the Probate Office no 
discretion whatsoever in the collection of the penalty and 
citation fee, 

“In 1962 the Legislature provided that every person, 
firm or corporation who owns or keeps a house trailer pay an 
annual registration fee of $3.75 for which he shall receive an 
identification plate to be displayed on the back of the trailer. 
The registration shall occur in the county in which the trailer 
is customarily kept and the registration fee or license for such 
trailer shall be due, payable and delinquent in the same 
manner as motor vehicle license taxes. 

“The law provides that one who fails to so register a 
trailer and display the tag shall be subject to the same penalties 
for a like offense for non-payment of motor vehicle license 
taxes. The statue provides that the trailer registration license is 
due whether the house trailer is used or operated on the 
highways of this state or not. It is required that a trailer be 
assessed for ad valorem taxes and the tax paid before the 
license plate is issued. The law further provides that a house 
trailer which has been assessed for ad valorem taxes as a part 
of the realty is excepted from the requirements of this statute, 
nor is registration required for house trailers that consittute a 
part of the stock of a dealer.” 

“The cost of the trailer tag-as stated above - is $3.75. If 
the trailer was owned on Nov. 15 and no tag purchased for it 
by that time then the late charge or penalty is $1.50. If the 
person has been cited by the license inspector, then there is an 
additional citation fee of $1.50. Interest at the rate of 6% 
computed on $3.00 from November is also added”, 

We hope this correct information on trailers will be 
helpful in bringing about a complete understanding of these 
legal requirements and we are indebted to Judge Fowler for 
clarifying this matter,

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Probate judge predicts county-wide improvements

Many good things are in 
store for Shelby County in 
1969! “Three-way money,” 
federal, state and local funds, 
are to be joined in several fine 
projects. A $200,000 county 
library is to be constructed on 
land immediately west of the 
county parking lot. 
Construction bids were opened 
y the Library Board January 


A badly needed parallel 
taxiway, with lights, is to be 
constructed from the north 


end of the runway of Shelby’ 


County airport, This 
improvement will —_ permit 
planes to taxi to the service 


area, thus clearing the runway 
for the landing of other planes. 
Three-way funds are involved 
in each of these projects. 

Oak Mountain Park is to be 
improved with an expenditure 
of several million dollars, This 
project is under the direction 
of Senator Aubrey Carr who is 
in charge of the Park 
Development Program 
throughout Alabama. State and 
Federal funds are to be used in 
this project. 


The State Highway 
Department has plans to 
improve highway 280. A 


section between the foot of 
Double Oak Mountain and the 
Cahaba River is to be 
constructed and a survey is 


being prepared for a ten-mile 
section of four lane roadway 
between Westover and Chelsea. 
Plans are also underway to 
construct an interchange in 
1-65 at the county airport. 

State Highway 145, 
extending northerly from 1-65 
Lay Dam Exit in Chiltov 
County into Shelby County 
toward Wilsonville, is 
programmed for an additional 
seven miles of construction in 
1969. 

The County Board will have 
many decisions to make 
relating to the construction of 
a new jail, Experience has 
shown that the present jail 
located above the County 
Office Building is 


unsatisfactory in many 
respects. 

Frequent water damage has 
been imposed on the office 
building as a result of the 
flooding of jail cells, This and 
other good reasons have 
impressed the Board with the 
necessity for providing a new 
jail. Additional space may be 
provided the County 
Department of Pensions and 
Securities, Present quarters on 
the first floor of the office 
building has served this agency 
since 1955 and the offices have 
become more crowded each 
year. 

The County Board realizes 
the construction of the jail and 
an addition to the office 


building will involve the 
creation of the first county 
bonded indebtedness since July 
1, 1953, when the last of 
Shelby County’s outstanding 
bonds were paid in full, The 
Board has been reluctant to 
consider incurring a bonded 
debt, but Board members have 
also been reluctant to see the 
County Office Building 
continue to receive damage 
imposed from the jail above, 
and see the Department of 
Pensions and Securitites 
employees work in unusually 


crowded conditions. 
The county road porgram 


during 1969 will be continued 
at the present level. One 
construction unit will grade 


and drain approximately 
twelve miles of new road 
during the year. This work will 
be done in District One and 
District Four. 


We hope that 1969 will see 
the continued expansion of 
water systems throughout 
Shelby County. The County 
expects to continue the 
Operation of two sanitary land 
fills for the disposal of garbage. 
All eleven municipalities now 
have garbage collection service 
with disposal of garbage 
occurring in county land fills. 


We hope that private 
operators will organize garbage 
routes in areas of the county 
not presently being served. The 


Board has concluded that 
adequate collection service 
with disposal of garbage in 
sanitary land fills is the only 
suitable system for the disposal 
solid waste. Garbage collection 
and disposal and water 
shortages in various areas of 
the county consittute our two 
most pressing problems. 


1969 will see a continuance 
of the industrial growth that 
has been well underway in our 
county for the past several 
years. Residential construction 
will continue at a rapid pace 
throughout the county, 
particularly in the vicinity of 
Highways 31 and 280 and 
along the Coosa River.

Chief of police dies 


in Montevallo 


Clement E, Nichols, 
Montevallo’s Chief of Police 
since last April suffered an 
apparent heart attack during 
his- sleep and died early 
Monday morning. 

The 54 year-old police chief 
was a native of Centreville and 
had been a resident of 
Montevallo since 1931. 

He was a graduate of 
Montevallo High School and 
had completed several 
extension courses from 
Howard College. 

Chief Nichols had eight 
years of auxiliary police work 
experience before he joined the 
Montevallo force on August 
15, 1967. 

Prior to his affiliation with 
the City of Montevallo Nichols 
was employed by Alabama 
College, Brown Woodworks 
and the Montevallo Coal 


Mining Company. 

He had served as a Deacon 
in the Aldrich Baptist Church 
for more than 20 years. 

Montevallo’s City Council 
named Nichols Chief of the 
Police Department on April 9, 
1968. He succeeded the late 
Fred M, Draper, Jr,, who died 
of a heart attack February 5, 
1968. 

Chief Nichols is survived by 
his widow, Mrs, Elizabeth 
Nichols; a daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Ann Barnett; his mother Mrs. 
Mary Lee Nichols, all of 
Montevallo; a brother, Grady 
Nichols of Birmingham and 
two grand-daughters. 

Funeral services were held 
Tuesday afternoon at 2:00 
o’clock from the Hoffman-

Twelve months of school 
for teachers and nine months 
of school for children - that is 
the crux of a bill that State 
Senator W. G. McCarley is 
having drawn to introduce at 
the next session of the 
legislature. 

McCarley, who represents 
Shelby, Coosa, Chilton and 
Autauga counties in the 
Senate, told the Reporter 
Thursday that he frankly does 
not know if his plan is the best 
of those being advanced but he 
feels “We need to consider 
every idea we can think of”’ in 
solving the state’s education 
problems. 

His plan calls for a 
minimum starting salary of 
$6,200 annually for teachers. 
The school year would be 
divided into four quarters. 
Teachers would teach all the 
quarters and students would be 
required to attend three 
quarters, or at least the 176 
school days that are now 
required. Students would then 
have to stay out of school one 
quarter of the year. 

Teachers would get a two 
week vacation annually. They 
would get six weeks off in a 
five year period to take four 
credit hours work toward a 
higher degree or 
re-certification, In addition 
they could take off six 
additional weeks without pay 
during a five year period. 
Saleries would be tied to the 
cost of living index, McCarley 
said. 

He sees the chief advantages 
of his plan as making 25 
percent more class rooms 
available and reducing 
pupil-teacher ratio without 
further capital outlay. 

The Reporter asked the 
senator if he had talked with 
educators about his plan, He 
said his next door neighbor is a 
principal and he is 100 per cent 
for it, Teachers he has 
mentioned it to are also in 
favor of it. McCarley indicated 


he has not discussed it with the 
State Department of 
Education, 

He admits that the plan is 
a little too progressive for 
some and maybe even for me. 
It represents a radical change 
but something must be done. 
The big thing is finding the 
money to fund education”, 

He indicated there are a lot 
of ramifications in 
implementing his plan “that 
even I don’t know about, | 
intend to go visit a system 
using this plan if I can find one 
within a few hundred miles,” 

What about Christmas 
vacation? The Senator said he 
did not know yet if he would 


retain it in its present form or 
not. He indicated it might be 
better to make it conform with 
state holidays. 

What about air conditioning 
if the schools are in use all 
during the summer? McCarley 
felt air conditioning would not 
be too expensive, and thought 
each school could provide its 
own, 

Would he support the 
recommendations of the State 
Education Study Commission 
which will be made public 
within the next few days? 

The Senator replied, “Il 
don’t know if I can back the 
Commission’s report, because I 
haven't seen it yet.” 


Enock Turnock dies 
of heart attack 


Enock Turnock, 72, of 
Montevallo, recognized as a 
pioneer in welding electrodes 
in the United States, died of a 
severe heart attack in a 
Birmingham hospital on 
Monday, 

Turnock was engineering 
manager for the Westinghouse 
Corporation, retiring from that 
position in 196] when he 
became a consultant engineer 
for .the corporation, He 
represented the company in 
Bombay, India and in South 
America during that period. 

An authority on filler metal 
specifications, he was 
responsible for the 
development of practically all 
Westinghouse clectrodes, and 
developed two new types of 
electrodes after moving to 
Montevallo in 1955,

The industrial and business world made front page 
copy early in the year with Vincent’s Industrial Park being 
atop story in the Reporter's first issue of 1968. 

Expansion in the form of new plants, new businesses, 
growing industries and new public services dominated the 
pages of this newspaper throughout the 1968 year,

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Force branches to bloom

In January and February 
many branches of flowering 
shrubs and trees may be cut 
and brought indoors for 
arranging. Wild plum trees can 
be found on ditch banks and 
wild pussywillow along streams 
and in low places. The pussy 
willow branches look yellow 
and brown and can be 
identified by the little shining 
buds of the catkins spaced 
along the branches all the way 
to the tips. Soak the cut 
branches in warm water 
overnight completely 
submerged in a shallow 
container. Then arrange the 
branches loosely in a tall glass 
vase placed in a window. The 
warm sun shining through the 
glass will cause the buds to 
swell and open gradually. The 
willow catkins will open and 
the branches may even root, 
continuing to grow in the vase 
of water. 

Very cold nights and cool 
days with not too much 
sunlight encourage sitting by 


the fire to sew or read. 

In “falling weather” gusts of 
wind blow the essence of the 
burning wood from the 
fireplace into the room, like 
incense, Pine logs with sprigs of 
green still attached smell like 
balsam and clean fresh 
out-of-doors. Hickory smells of 
bacon and ham and barbecue. 
Oak all crackling and sparkling 
has a clean smoke smell, The 
sap sputters out of the ends of 
the logs. Cedar is the sizzlingest 
of all, curling and popping and 
sputtering as the hot sap drips 
into the fire. The hot logs give 
off a fragrance that is unlike 
any other wood. 

Occasionally dogwood logs 
are brought in from a tree 
felled in a storm. There is 
nothing prettier than a 
dogwood fire. The logs, if 
undistrubed, are consumed 
completely leaving the ash in 
the perfect form of the log. It 
glows and burns pure white. 
When it is nothing but white 
ash, a touch with the poker 
and nothing is left -- no coals - 
- just white ash dust.

It was also in March that Frank Kivach, Jr., President 
of Modern Handling Systems, Inc. announced plans for 
constructing a half million dollar plant in Alabaster. Inc.

Siluria Mills in Alabaster changed hands in March, 
Reeves Brothers, Inc. of New became the new owner of the 
Siluria Mills. 

EBSCO Industries, Inc. revealed their plans, in March,

This flurry of industrial activity took place about a 


month after one of Alabama’s newest industries, 
Specification Rubber Products officially opened it’s new 
plant in North Alabaster, 

A few weeks later the Shelby County Reporter 
confirmed rumors of planned expansion of Calera’s Abex 
Corporation plant. When completed the expansion will 
result in the hiring of some 100 additional persons. 


U.S. G, Capacity Up 150% 

In June another major industry in Shelby County, 
United States Gypsum, announced the appointment of 
Jack Wilson as works manager of its Montevallo-Calera 
plant 

In the August | issue of the Reporter the completion 
of a new multi-million dollar rotary kiln at U.S. Gypsum’s 
Montevallo-Calera plant wus announced by Graham J, 
Morgan, president of the building materials firm. Addition 
of the new kiln increased production capacity by 150%.

that the Abex Corporation and the Illinois Central 
Industries were planning a merger. The merger is not 
expected to affect Calera’s Abex operation or plans to 
expand the facility. 

In late October Valley Mills in Columbiana announced 
plans for the acquisition of new equipment expected to 
cost a half-million dollars. Gaston Gage, Jr., general 
manager at the Columbiana plant said the proposed 
expansion program will increase production by 75% and 
will create 40 new jobs. 


Another Raid on Gambling 

In the early morning hours of April 25 state troopers 
raided a building located near the Shelby-Jefferson County 
line and arrested 19 persons, charging eight persons with 
gambling and the rest with visiting a gambling house. When 
brought to trial on May 31, gaming charges against Sam 
Fiorella and the 18 others were dismissed because the 
search warrant presented to Fiorella by state troopers when 
they led the raid did not show “probably cause’’ for its 
issuance.

golf course improvements. The board envisions a family 
type recreational program with facilities for parties, 

receptions and a complete sports program. 


Highway Projects 

Hot, dry weather in June and July proved favorable 
for numerous highway projects throughout the county. 
Montevallo’s main street which is also state highway 119 
was widened two feet on cach side of the road. Redesigned 
intersections were completed throughout the county. 

Later in the year the new Columbiana-Dargin highway 
was opened to traffic and the Columbiana-Saginaw highway 
wus redesignated a county road, The new 
Columbiana-Dargin road is now designated state highway 
70.

Walker reopens Aunt Ann Bragg Case 


With only a letter and a 
detective magazine, Sheriff C. 
P. ‘*Red’’ Walker resumed 
investigation last Thursday into 
the mysterious disappearance 
of Mrs. Ann Bragg. 

The 76-year old woman 
vanished more than 17 years 
ago in the rugged woods of 
Double Oak Mountain, More 
than a thousand persons joined 
the search in early December, 
1951, for the missing woman, 
but not a trace of how or why 
she disappeared was ever 
found, 

At the request of Mrs. 
Bragg’s family and with the 
encouragement of a letter 
Sheriff Walker received a few 
months promising new 
information, Walker is 
resuming the investigation, 

Walker said he plans to 
begin work on the case by 
building a file from 
information he can obtain 
from members of the family, 
from people who lived in the 
area at the time of Mrs, Bragg’s 
disappearance and from old 
newspaper files, 

Walker said the investigation 
will be harder because both 
Shelby County Sheriffs who 
preceded him are now dead. 
There are no files of the 
investigation conducted by A. 
E. “Bud” Norwood, who was

Last Thursday afternoon 
Walker officially began his 
investigation of the case with a 
trip to the area where Mrs, 
Bragg was reported last seen. 

The foot path Mrs, Bragg 
was walking when she 
disappeared is now very dim, 
Blackberry briars on the banks 
of a mountain stream where 
Mrs, Bragg crossed now block 
the trail and in some places the 
trial has completely vanished. 

The log cabin where Mrs. 
Bragg lived with her daughter 
and son-in-Law, J. P. Jones 
now has new residents and the 
log walls have been covered 
with wood, The view across the 
hollow to the house where her 
son Ernest Bragg lived is now 
partially blocked by the 
17-year growth of timber, 

The Hardin Hill area, known 
by people of Double Oak 
Mountain Brasher Hollow 
then, has changed considerably 
during the 17 years; 
however, the change in the 
surroundings has not made the 
people forget what occurred 
there in early December, 1951.

Apparently the last detailed 
account of the disappearance 
of Mrs, Bragg was published in 
the July, 1957 issue of “Inside 
Detective” magazine. 


The following is part of the 
story written by David Roman 
after an inverview with Mrs, J. 
P. (Verlon) Jones more than 
five years after her mother 
disappeared: 

“Mama felt fine (on the 
Sunday morning she vanished), 
She ate a big breakfast, and | 
recollect she laughed and said, 
‘Law, Verlon, you oughtn’t to 
cook such good biscuits, ‘cause 
you know I’m a natural bread 
eater and | plum can’t deny 
myself!””’ 


Mrs. Jones told the writer 
that her mother got up from 
the breakfast table and told her 
that she was going over to her 
son’s home about one-quarter 
mile across a hollow from the 
Jones home the new 
grandbaby, 

“So 


to see 


Mama began to 
herself ready to walk over 
there. She put on her best 
Sunday print dress and her 
white apron with the red ruffle 
on it, then her two sweaters - - 
the red one and the blue one - - 
and, finally, she put on her 
favorite bandanna and her

tennis shoes,” Mrs, Jones 
explained, 

Mrs. Jones said her mother 
started down the trail, but 
returned to the house for a 
walking stick. Mrs, Jones said 
she found her a piece of an old 
rake handle for a walking stick, 

Mrs. Jones said that she 
always watched her mother 
cross the hollow because of her 
mother’s age and because Mrs. 
Bragg had high blood pressure. 

*.. Lhad my eyes right on 
her as she went down our side 
of the hill and into the hollow 
and bobbed down into the 
little ravine, out of sight, And 
Jewel - - that’s Ernest’s wife - - 
Was expectin’ Mama and 
watchin’ her to come out 
of the little ravine and up her 
side of the hill.” 

“The trouble is,’ Mrs. Jones 
said tensely, “after | saw Mama 
bob out of the 
ravine, Jewel never did see her 
come bobbin’ up on her side.” 

Mrs, Jones explained to the 
writer that about a half hour 
later her husband came home 
from work, He was working 
the night shift at a coke plant. 
When Mr. Jones arrived, 
wile asked what her mother, 
brother and sister-in-law Jewel 
were doing when he came by 


for

Mr, Jones answered that his 
brother and sister-in-law were 


fine but he had not seen Mrs. 
Bragg, Mrs, Jones told her 
husband that that was strange 
and that he should go check on 
her mother when he finished 
breakfast. 

-Instead of seeing Mrs. Bragg, 
Jewel saw Jones hurrying over, 
Finding his mother-in-law not 
at Ernest’s home, “he hollered 
the news not only to his wife 
across the hollow, but to the 
mountain people at large: 

“Mama ain't here! Mama 
Mbrage’s ... gone,” 

The search was underway, 
People turned out of church to 

hunt for Mrs. Bragg, When the 
sun set on Dec, 2, 1951, there 
were more than 300 flashlights 
and miners’ lamps shining 
along every hillside and hollow 
in the area. The searchers had 
found not a single trace of Mrs. 
Bragg by mroning when 
hundreds pf persons from 
adjoining areas joined the 
search after reading the story 
in the morning paper. 

Boy Scouts from Brighton 
and Civil Air Patrol planed 
were among the searchers on 
Double Oak Mountain. 
Fortune tellers who claimed a 
divine power that would lead 
the searchers to Mrs. Bragg and 
Voodoo coujurers offered their 
mystical powers in the search,

Bragg Case file grows

Sheriff C. P. “Red” Walker’s 
file of the Mrs, Ann Bragg case 
is growing thicker as the 
investigation continues. 

Walker said Tuesday that he 
has interviewed 12 persons and 
has plans for interviewing 20 or 
25 more people in the next few 
weeks. 

All persons interviewed so 
far have ideas of what 
happened to the 76-year- old 
woman, Walker explained, 
“But I have not talked with 
anyone who knows for sure 
what ever happened to Mrs, 
Bragg.” 

“The concensus of opinion 


is that foul play was involved - 
- Mrs. Bragg was killed and 
buried,” Walker said. 

Walker explained that this 
Opinion is a reasonable 
conclusion because the body of 
Mrs, Bragg was never found. 
However, he said he had 
reached no conclusion 
whether Mrs. Bragg just 
wandered off or was killed. 

“We have a lot of people 
still to interview in the case,” 
Walker said. He said he wants 
to talk with the people who 
worked in the area, persons 
who assisted in the search, 
relatives of the missing woman, 
friends and neighbors of Mrs. 
Bragg. 


Boyd named chief 


of Montevallo police 


Thirty-seven year old 
Robert Nason Boyd has been 
named chief of the Montevallo 
police department. He received 
the appointment from the 
Montevallo City Council last 
week, 

The new Montevallo police 
chief attended the Montevallo 
schools, While a member of the 
armed forces he attended two 
special schools including the 
U.S. Army’s counter 
intelligence corps institute. 

Chief Boyd was a member 
of the Montevallo Police 
Department for a three year 
period from 1964 through 
1967. He returnes to 
Montevallo after serving as a 
field deputy with the Shelby 
County Sheriff's Department. 

Boyd succeeds the late 


Clement E. Nichols as 
Montevallo police chief. 

Boyd is married and the 
father of two children.

Walker’s search for 
information has also included 
checking newspaper files. The 
following story was found in 
the December 6, 1951 edition 
of the Shelby County 
Reporter: 

“‘Five hundred citizens 
converged on Double Oak 
Mountain Wednesday morning 
to continue an intensive search 
for Mrs. Ann Bragg, age 76 
years, who has been missing 
from her home since Sunday. 

“Following a mass prayer 
service, held on Double Oak 
Mountain Wednesday morning, 
the volunteer workers fanned 
out over the area in which Mrs. 
Bragg was last seen. They were 
directed by the Highway Patrol 
and county law enforcement 
officers. 

“The Rev. George Holmes, 
pastor of the Liberty Baptist 
Church, opened the prayer 
service this morning. John S. 
Patterson, brother of the 
missing woman stated he was 
‘glad they had called God into 
the search. Searchers are good,’ 
he added, "but unless we call 
on the Master Guide, we don’t 
get much accomplished.” 


In the February 21, 1952 
edition of The Reporter, the 
following paragraph was 
included in a story describing 
the search and finding of a 
young girl in Aldrich: 

**No trace has yet been 
found of Mrs. Ann Bragg who 
was lost several months ago on 
Double Oak Mountain,” 

Apparently the preceding 
paragraph was the epitath of 
the case until local interest in 
the case was aroused by an

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Fifteen year building program 
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announced by hospital board 


A fifteen year building 
program with plans for a 
multi-story addition to Shelby 
Memorial Hospital was revealed 
this week by hospital officials. 

The project was outlined 
Monday night at a special 
meeting of the hospital board 
with members of the county 
Board of Revenue and the 
hospital medical staff. 

Plans call for a seven story 
structure to be built in three 
phases. When completed, the 
hospital will be expanded to a 
306-bed center with modern 
administrative and diagnostic 
facilities and an intensive care 
unit. 

Each of the three phases 
will require a $1 million 
Hill-Burton grant along with 
some $600,000 in matching 
funds from the county. 

Phase one calls for 
construction of two floors. The 
ground level will house 
ancillary services including 
administrative offices and all 
diagnostic facilities. The 
second level will contain beds 
for 52 additional patients, 

The second phase involves 
construction of two more floor 


levels, adding 46 beds and an 
intensive care unit to the 
hospital. Phase three - - - three 
levels with 40 beds each - - - 
will complete the project. 

Plans for the proposed 
additions were submitted by 
the architectural firm of 
Charles H. McCauley 
Associates, and presented at 
the special meeting by Gene 
Braswell, 

Braswell said the earliest 
anticipated date for 
completion of phase one is 
1971, Phase two could be 
complete by 1975, with the 
final stage to be completed in 
1980. 

Present hospital facilities 
include 87 beds for patient 
care. Administrative and 
medical staff members noted 
that the hospital is often filled 
to 100 per cent capacity. 
Hospital standards generally set 
occupancy at 75 to 85 per cent 


for optimum efficiency, 
according to hospital 
spokesmen, 


A member of the hospital 
board said phase one of the 
proposed project “should have

CLOSING A 45 YEAR CAREER - - J. I. Harrison, 
Chairman of the Board of the First National Bank of 
Columbiana, retired last week with memories of a career 
that covered the most turbulent years in the history of 
American finance. 


Harrison retires 


J. I. ‘‘Jimmy” Harrison 
retired in Columbiana last 
week after a 45 year career in 
banking. 

He stepped down as 
chairman of the board of the 
First National Bank of 
Columbiana at the annual 
meeting of the shareholders on 
January 16, 

A native of Tuscaloosa, 
Harrison began his banking 
career as a $15 per month 
employee of the City National 
Bank in 1924, while a student 
at the University of Alabama. 

Harrison told the Reporter 
in a brief interview last week 


that if he were entering the 
business world today, he would 
again choose banking as his 
life’s work. He said he would 
recommend it to young men of 
today as a fine and satisfactory 
career, He added however, that 
banking still requires long 
hours, hard work and produces 
low pay in the initial years. 
From 1927 to 1948 
Harrison’s career was centered 
in Birmingham banking and 
investment circles. In 1948 he 
moved to Columbiana with his 
wife and children to become 
vice president and cashier of

Kovach predicts conveyor future bright

Enter the grocery, step ona 
moving floor, pick up a 
computer card for each item 
you want as you pass by the 
food displays. 

At the check-out counter 
your cards will be fed into a 
computer and the groceries 
you have selected will 
automatically move by 
conveyor belt ready to be put 
into your car. 

This look into the future of 
the conveyor industry was 
given the Reporter in an 
interview with Frank M. 
Kovach, Jr., President of 
Modern Handling Systems, Inc. 
of Alabaster. 

Chances are that the moving 
floor and the food conveyors 


will be built in Alabaster by 
the firm that is looking ahead 
and predicting that “people 
moving” will be one of the big 
demands on the conveyor 
industry in the future, 

Modern Handling’s staff of 
engineers is always seeking new 
ways that conveyor systems 
can lighten industry’s work and 
speed up monotonous 
successes. Kovach told the 
Reporter that 50 per cent of 
today’s market for conveyors 
was non-existent ten years ago, 
He says, “We are creating our 
own markets” and predicts 
that the conveyor business will 
double as new uses for 
conveyors are devised, 

He further predicts that 
cities will have to eliminate the 
use of automobiles in 


downtown sections and _ this 
will lead to the moving of 
people on belts or moving

sidewalks. 

The firm has recently 
developed a plastic item for use 
in its conveyor systems which 
will replace the steel now being 


used, By the use of plastic 
Kovach hopes to build 
conveyors that are lighter in 
weight, but capable of handling 
the loads that steel can handle. 
Kovach entered the 
conveyor field during his days 
as a student at the University 
of Alabama. Upon graduation 
he worked for a national firm, 
then seeing the need for a 
facility that would 
manufacture a full line of 
conveyors in the South, he 
started his own organization 
four years ago. As pointed out 
in last week’s article in the 
Reporter, the company’s gross 
jumped from $68,000 to 
$4,000,000 in that period. 
Modern Handling has 
designed, built and installed 
conveyor systems in 25 states, 


Puerto Rico and Venezuela. 
The firm owns 13 U.S. patents, 
most of which were developed 
by company engineers. A few 
were acquired with the 
acquisition of Transall, Inc. 

The largest markets for the 
company outside Alabama at 
the present are in Florida 
(phosphate handling), West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania (coal 
handling), Kovach said. 

Modern Handling maintains 
offices in Pittsburg, Memphis, 
Chicago and Atlanta, and has 
representatives all over the 
United States. 

The dynamic company 
president has a combination of 
talents that have brought him 
national recognition, He was 
listed in last year’s edition of

Hospital cuts deficit 


Intensive efforts to control 
expenses at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital have resulted in a 
more favorable financial report 
at the end of fiscal 1968 than 
was the case in 1967, ° 

Hospital Administrator W. 
Paul Smith reported the 
findings of the hospital’s 
accounting firm at a meeting 
Monday night of the Hospital 
Board, the Board of Revenue 
and Control and the active 
medical staff. 

The report covers the yéar 
Oct. 1, 1967 through 
September 30, 1968. The 
hospital and nursing home still 
show net operating deficits, 
but they are far less than 
reported for the previous year. 

The hospital’s deficit for 
1968 was $14,609 as compared 
with $142,123 in 1967. 

In the nursing home the 
figures show a deficit of 
$35,830 for the year just 
concluded compared with 
$80,806 the year before, 

An important element of 
the report is the fact that 
depreciation of building and 
equipment is considered and 
deducted from earnings along 
with actual expenses, 

Smith considers a 
depreciation fund so essential 
for replacing equipment and 


buildings, that he 
tecommended to the Board 
that a sum be set aside 


monthly for this item. This has 
been done and the fund is not 
available for operating 
expenses, 

Earnings in 1968 in the 
hospital were $1,509,250 or 
$335,258 more than the 
earnings of $1,173,992 in 


1967. 1968 expenses were 
$1,475,283 compared with 
$1,264,091 in 1967. With the 
allowance for depreciation, a 
net deficit is shown. 

Gray Jones, Administrative 
Assistant, pointed out that 60 
per cent of the expenses in the 
hospital went to salaries, which 


goes back into the local 
economy. 
In the nursing home, 


earnings in 1968 were 


$150,120 and in 1967 were 
$130,817. Operating expenses 
for 1968 were $169,528, down 
from the 1967 figure of 
$194,641. 

Smith pointed out that 
during the past year $32,000 in 
loans to banks was paid and 
the hospital has on deposit a 
sum of approximately $80,000 
at the present time, making a 
better cash position for the 
institution than ever. 


New lunch program 
based on income 


The intent is to feed hungry 
children from poverty- stricken 
homes. That has always been 
the intent of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
school lunch program, but it 
now appears that far too many 
American children are still 
poorly nourished, 

As a result, a new program 
is going into effect February 1. 

All principals in Shelby 
County have been notified of 
the new lunchroom policy 
which is based on family 
income and the number of 
children in the family. 

The USDA is insisting on 
this new method of 
determining which children are 
eligible for assistance in paying 
for school lunches, 

Every child will take home a 
questionnaire which will ask 
what the family income is and 
how many children there are in 
the family. Any family who 
wants assistance to apply for 


their children’s lunches may fill 
in the form and return it. 
Based on this information, the 
school will provide free 
lunches, ten-cent lunches, 
20-cent lunches and full-price 
lunches every day. 

Two main administrative 
problems face every principal 
and have the Board of 
Education and the county 
superintnedent in a quandry 
for ideas to handle the 
program. 

The government insists that 
the same lunch be served to all 
children with no distinction 
drawn between the four 
separate price groups. In most 
elementary schools of Shelby 
County the teachers collect the 
money for lunches and 
presumable can continue to do 
so. High school students 
normally pay daily in the 
cafeteria line. As one principal 
put it, “How can the cashier

No place for actors-- 


Basketball is no place for “actors”, according to a 
recent report from the Alabama High School Athletic 
Association. 

“The unethical practice of a defensive player or a 
screener acting as though he has been charged by an 
opponent, when in fact he has not been, is having an 
extremely undesirable effect upon the game.” 

“The ‘actor’ wants to create the false impression that 
he has been fouled in the charging-guarding situation or 
while he is screening when in either case incidental contact 
has ensued,” the report states, 

The player falls to the floor, appeals to the official and 
attempts to get the sympathy of the spectators, the report 
explains. 

The AHSAA urges the basketball coaches to not allow 
their players to fake the fouls because these acts tend to 
make a farce of the game and often are unsportsmanlike. 

If the player persists in putting on the act, the AHSAA 
recommends that the game officials charge the player with 
a technical foul for unsportsmanlike conduct.

tell which child gets lunch free, 
which one pays ten cents, and 
so on, without some method of 
designation?” 

The other problem is that 
most school lunchrooms barely 
break even in the county and 
at least two are already in debt 
this year. School officials feel 
that this program will require 
providing more free meals than 
ever before. The USDA 
provides surplus commodities 
to the schools and five cents 
for each meal served, However, 
commodities have been in 
short supply in recent years. 

If the questionnaires 
indicate a great number of 
children are in the poverty 
bracket, the new program 
indicates the county can apply 
to USDA for special assistance 
in the form of extra money. 

The Reporter telephoned 
two principals last Friday for 
their comments. Principal 
George Dailey at Prentice High 
School in Montevallo had this 
to say: 

“I’m not sure I know 
enough about it yet to say how 
it will work. The big question 
is - ‘Who will reimburse the 
school for these lunches;’ We 
haven't been able to keep our 
heads above water this year in 
the lunchroom program as it is. 
The commodities have not 
been coming in in large 
quantities and the price of 
food has gone up.”” 

Dailey said that the price of 
lunches at Prentice is 35 cents 
and he feels that there 
definitely are children who are

Hospital asks tax raise

A noncommittal Board of 
Revenue and Control listened 
carefully Monday to a request 
from Shelby Memorial Hospital 
Board Chairman Herchiel Z. 
Meadows that the ad valorem 
tax for the hospital be restored 
to four mills from its present 
rate of two mills, 


Meadows said the hospital 
will need the additional 
revenue if it is to add the 218 
bed addition to the hospital 
announced last week. A total 
of three million dollars in Hill- 
Burton funds is available over a 
15 year period if the county 
can provide $1,800,000, the 
chairman said,

When the hospital was built, 
the county electorate voted a 
property tax of from one to 
four mills to be set at the 
discretion of the Board of 
Revenue and Control. . For 
several years the hospital 
collected the full four mills. 
During this time the nursing 
home was added, and two 
wings’ completed which added 
» 58 beds to the original 30-bed 
hospital. The hospital tax was 
reduced to two mills however, 
in 1963 when the voters 
approved a four mill school 
bond tax. 

The two mills being 
collected now is committed, to 
paying off the bonded 
indebtedness on, the present 
hospital and narsing home 
buildings, “according to Paul 
‘Smitly, the Administrator. The

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Three of four jail escapees 
captured in county manhunt 


Three of the four prisoners 
who escaped from the Shelby 
County Jail before breakfast 
Friday were back for lunch 
Saturday, according to Sheriff 
C.P. “Red” Walker. 

B. L. Glass, Jr., 23, of 
Columbiana was captured by 
Deputy Sheriff Roy Dameron 
shortly after 10 a.m, Friday 
and 24 hours later Sheriff 
Walker and deputies 
apprehended Mike Wallace, 16, 
of Loudon, Tenn., and Douglas 
Bishop, 23, of Keystone. 

The fourth prisoner, Eddie 
Peoples, 27, of Birmingham, 
was still at large Tuesday. 

The intensive man hunt 
began shortly after 5:15 Friday 
morning when the quartet 
over-powered Deputy Luther 
Dennis and ran from the jail. 

Deputy Dameron, playing a 
hunch that B. L. Glass, Jr., 
would go to his parent’s home 
near the intersection of the 
Columbiana by-pass and old 
Highway 25, hide in the woods 
behind the house. 

Dameron said around 10 
a.m, Glass walked out the back 
door of the house carrying 
three sandwiches. Dameron 
explained that Glass walked 
right toward him, looked 
around and began to eat the 
sandwiches, 

After the first bite, 
Dameron surprised Glass, 
handcuffed him and escorted 
him to the highway where they

With Glass back in the 
county jail, the search 
continued for the three other 
escapees, 

Track dogs from Kilby 
Prison joined the search but 
were unable to pick up a trail 
behind the Glass home. 

Sheriff Walker left the 
ground search and began 
directing the searchers from his 
airplane. 

The Sheriff’s office received 
a report late Friday afternoon 
that three men fitting the 
description of the escapees 
were sighted hitch hiking near 
the railroad bridge in 
Harpersville. 

Deputies set up a road: 
check on Highway 280 and the 
Kilby Prison dogs were rushed 
to Harpersville, but were 
unable to strike a trail along 
the railroad tracks. 

Saturday morning the 
sheriff received a report that 
Mike Wallace was seen at a 
store on Highway 17, the 
Cahaba Valley road, between 
Highway 31 and Highway 280. 
Sheriff Walker and Chief 
Deputy Joe Roden arrested 
Wallace at the store. 

About an hour later, 
according to reports, Deputies 
Roy Dameron and Bill 
Davenport arrested Douglas 
Bishop at his father’s home in 
the Keystone area. 

Wallace is being held in 


county jail pending trial for 
armed robbery and rape. He 
was sentenced to 10 years 
earlier for burglary of the 
Adams home on September 4. 


Douglas Bishop was being 
held on charges of absent 
without leave from the USS. 
Army and two counts of 
forgery. Eddie Peoples was 
being held for escape from the 
state road gang. 


Glass had returned from the 
state penitentary on a writ that 
he had been deprived of his 
rights during a trial on two 
counts of burglary. 


-The following account was 
given of the escape: 

Deputy: Dennis said he 
entered the jail around 5:15 
a.m, to let the prisoners out of 
their cell, locked the barred 
door and ran. A trustee who 
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works in the kitchen released 
Dennis. 

Sheriff Walker explained the 
prisoners apparently used a 
wire coat hanger to trip the 
locking mechanism on their 


cell. Walker said they formed a 
hook on the end of the coat 
hanger, forced the wire 


through a panel concealing the 
cables that control the locks, 
pulled the cable and tripped 
the lock,

It will cost a typical Shelby 
County taxpaying family 
somewhere between $2.05 and 
$3.09 per year to build the 
proposed new addition to 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

These figures were reached 
after lengthy discussions with 
Tax Collector Fay Quick, Tax 
Assessor Tommy Snowden, 
Mrs, Murrell Mullins and Mrs, 
Mary Suttle. 

The greatest difficulty in 
arriving at a figure came in 
determining who the “typical” 
taxpayer is without spending 
hours going through the 
records to compile an average. 

The best estimates of these 
specialists in Shelby County 
tax structure indicate that 
property assessments of $1,000 
to $1,500 are “typical” in the 
county. 

If the Board of Revenue and 
Control should decide to 
restore the two mill ad valorem 
tax for the hospital, it would 
add $2.00 to the annual tax 
bill of a family whose porperty 
is assessed at $1,000. If that 
family also owns a 1965 Chevy 
Il or small car the auto tax 
would increase by five cents, 
making a total increase of 
$2.05. 

The taxpayer whose home is 
assessed at $1,500 would pay 
$3.00 more than he paid this 
year. If he drives a 1965 
medium size Ford or Chevrolet 
his car tax would increase by

At present the tax rate is 27 
mills or $2.70 per $100 of 
assessed valuation, The 
addition of two mills would 
mean 29 mills or $2.90 per 
$100. 

Persons who live in their 
homes are granted the 
homestead exemption from 
state tax, which reduces their 
tax by 6% mills, based on total 
assessed value, 

Thus a person whose home 
and land is assessed at $1,000 
has his tax figured at $27 less a 
homestead exemption of 
$6.50, assuming he does not 
live within city limits. His tax 
payment last year was $20.50. 
If the millage is raised, it will 
total $22.50 next year. 

Millage levied by 
municipalities varies in the 
county, but for the proposed 
hospital millage, it would make 
no difference whether the 
taxpayer lived in a city or in 
the county. 

Last year the owner of a *65 
small car paid $7.02 for 
personal property tax, Adding 
two mills would mean a 
payment of $7.07. Tax on a 
medium size popular car would 
increase from $8.64 to $8.73 

The Shelby County Board 
of Equalization attempts to set 
assessed valuations on property 
at the rate of 20 per cent of its 
real value. Thus a home 
assessed at $1,000 would have 
a market valuation of $5,000, 
and one assessed at $1,500 
would theoretically be worth 
$7,500 on the market.

Lansford 
dived to the ground and 
Haynes fired again. 

Deputy Barrington shot at 
Haynes once before Haynes 
made his getaway on foot, 

Track dogs from Kilby 
Prison were brought to the 
scene, but lost the trail in the 
fog and rain about 3:30 a.m. 
Saturday. 

Around noon Saturday 
Haynes was seen crossing a 
highway. The track dogs were 
called back in the search and 
struck a trail, 

While deputies and blood- 
hounds chased Haynes through 
the woods, Sheriff Walker was 
flying overhead with Pilot Jim 
Roegner, attempting to spet 
Haynes from the air,

‘The Heart of Dixie

It has been said that Columbiana is the only town 
around where you can stand under the traffic light and yell 
“Let’s go fishing” and in five minutes a dozen men will be 
standing around you with fishing poles, 

Raising up as a bass and bream fisherman, even though 
it was against my Dad’s better judgement who has always 
believed the crappie is king, I was amazed by the great 
concentration of crappie fishermen in Columbiana. 

Let me tell you about some of the crappie fishermen 
here. I’ve heard and have reason to believe that it is so, that 
these crappie fishermen throw back big bass because they 
just clutter up a nice string of crappie. And they come 
home with some mighty nice strings of crappie. 

Buck Falkner said the telephone rang late Wednesday 
night a couple of weeks ago and it was Bob Bolton on the 
line reporting he had heard crappie were biting at Lake 
Eufaula, 

Buck wanted to know if Bob wanted to plan a trip 
down over the weekend. “No, the fish are biting now - - 
let’s leave at 3 o'clock in the morning,” the Mayor said. 

Buck squared away the business at the store that 
night, went home and said he couldn’t sleep a wink 
anticipating all those crappie that they were going to catch, 

And catch crappie they did. They caught the limit 
Thursday and because the fishing was so good, they spent 
the night and caught the limit the next day. 


The crappie averaged between one and two pounds 
and were hitting four to five feet deep, halfway between 
the bank and the main stream, Buck reported. 

He said while they were packing up to come home, 
two men docked at the launch and had a nice string of bass 
weighing from three to five and a-half pounds. He said the 


men had come all the way from Tulsa, Oklahoma to fish at 


Lake Eufaula. 


Buck predicts in a couple of years Lay Lake will be 
drawing fishermen from all sections - - maybe even from 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, He said when the trees die in the lake and 
form better underwater cover for fish, the fishing should 


really be great. 


Fish will begin to congregate around the fallen trees 
and that’s how you fill the stringer - - fish where the fish are 


congregated. 


The spring-like weather over the weekend sent my 
fishing fever soaring. Bobby Hughes, his son Kevin, Jim 
Cairo and I located the fish about dark in a creek that feeds 
into the back water on Lay Lake. 

I went back the next day, stood in one spot along the 
creek and caught eight bass. The yearling bass were hitting 


on nearly every cast. 


I was working a black plastic worm with a yellow 
streak along its back and casting across the creek channel. 
About the time the lure reached a line of willow trees 
underwater near the bank, the bass would hit the worm. 

Man, did I have fun and there is more fun to come 


this year fishing on Lay Lake.

County's radio systems 


vital but very expensive 


By Marcia M. Sears 

Anyone who thinks talk is 
cheap should have been at the 
county Board of Revenue and 
Control meeting Monday. 

Bids were opened for the 
maintenance and servicing of 
the radio communications 
systems of the highway and 
sheriff's departments. 

It rapidly became apparent 
that the cost of keeping those 
departments talking would be 
in the neighborhoud vi $250 
to $340 per month. 

Four companies entered 
bids for the contract, but the 
different companies had 
interpreted the specifications 


in various ways, which meant 


that their bids were 
irreconcilible. 
John Harrington of the 


General Electric Company of 
Birmingham explained that the 
bid his company entered 
included servicing of the 
Health and Education 
Department systems. G, E. has 
had the contract in the past, 
and has done the work for all 
the departments. 

Lewis Alexander of the 
Electronic Service Company of 
Alabaster bid by the number of 


units that would require 
service. 
Radio Dispatch of 


Birmingham sent two 
representatives to explain their 
bid. The Electronic Service Co, 
of Eastaboga mailed a bid of 
$340.50, but had no 
representative at the meeting. 

When it became apparent 
that no company had a 
clear-cut best bid for the 
specifications outlined by the 
Board, all the men agreed to 
re-submit bids. 

During the discussion, it was 
brought out that the county 
has the following radio 
communications system: four 


base stations, three remotes at

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County ad valorem tax 
remains at 27 mills 


The ad valorem tax levy on 
Shelby County citizens will 
remain the same this year. 


Although the Board of 
Shelby Memorial Hospital had 
requested two more mills to 
expand facilities, the Board of 
Revenue and Control at its 
Monday meeting set the total 
county levy at 27 mills, which 
is the same rate as in the past 
several years. 


The issue seemed to stir 
very little interest among the 
taxpayers. A small group 
campaigned against imposing 
the two mills, but no group 
other than the hospital board 
made any public effort in 
support of it. 


At least three members of 
the Board of Revenue reported 
that they received “very few 
calls’? on the matter. The 
Shelby County Medical 
Association issued no public 
statement either in suppost or 
opposition. . 

In other action at the Board 


of Revenue’s meeting, bids 
were taken for the 
construction of a public launch 
and parking area on Lay Lake 
near Kibbey’s Camp. The low 
bid of $12,131.50 was 
submitted by Central Alabama 
Paving and Construction of 
Calera.

Quality tubing made in Columbiana 


By Ed Blake 


Galvanized tubing with a 
“cosmetic finish’ is the major 
product manufactured at 
Hackney Corporation’s 
Columbiana plant. 

The “‘cosmetic finish” 
process enables Hackney Corp. 
to produce the highest quality 
galvanized tubing in the nation, 
according to Steve Goad, 
department superintendent in 
charge of production at the 
Columbiana plant. 

The finish is described as 
“cosmetic” bacause of its high 
lustre and glass-slick quality, 
Goad explained, 

Hackney's Columbiana 
operation is unique in the state 
and one of only five such 
plants in the nation, according 
to Charles W. Davis, plant 
manager, 

The Hackney Corporation is 
the fastest growing 
manufacturer of chain link 
fence in the nation, Davis said. 


Sales this year are projected to 
be $10.5 million. 

The Columbiana plant 
manufactures the tubing from 
coil steel in six sizes ranging 
from one and three-cighth 
inches to two and one-half 
inches in diameter. 
Modifications are underway 
now in the tubing plant to 
increase production, 

Approximately 300 other 
products used in the 
construction of chain link 
fences are made in 
Columbiana. The wire is 
manufactured in Hackney’s 
Birmingham plant. 

Goad explained that the 
galvanizing operation begins 
with the cleaning of the steel 
tubing. Dirt, oil and scale are 
removed in a series of vats 
containing soap, acid and flux, 

Bundles of the clean tubing 
are moved by overhead crane 
to the galvanizing kettle. The 
tubing is lowered by conveyor 


into molten zinc, pulled from 
the kettle, cleaned of excess 
zinc and dipped in a final 
solution that preserves the 
“cosmetic finish”. 

The plant averages 
galvanizing 50,000 feet of 
tubing per eight-hour shift, The 
plant’s record of 109,000 feet 
of galvanized tubing produced 
during a single shift was 
established last year. 

Goad explained that the 
quantity of tubing galvanized 
during the record setting shift 
would span a distance 
approximately from 
Columbiana to Birmingham. 
Within two and one-half years, 
Goad said, the plant will have 
glavanized enough tubing to 
reach to the moon, 

Approximately 150 tons of 
zine are used in the galvanizing 
process each month at the 
plant. The galvanizing kettle, 
when filled to capacity, holds 
280,000 pounds of molten zinc 


valued at over $39,000, 

Hackney Corporation 
employs 105 persons now and 
plans to increase employment 
to 116 by July, Davis said, The 
average monthly payroll is now 
over $49,000, 

“We are most grateful to the 
civic leaders of Columbiana for 
their support during 
construction and activation of 
the plant, in particular Jimmy 
McDow and Jim Pay, “Davis 
said, “We are also extremely 
proud of our personnel from 
the Columbiana area and 
pleased to have so imany 
competent employees on our 
team.” 

Davis said Hackney 
Corporation plans to add a 
quarter-million dollars of 
equipment to the Columbiana 
plant this year. He said the new 
equipment will expand the 
plants manufacturing 
capabilities of tubing, pressed 
steel and galvanizing.

hospital ad valorem tax each 
February. 

The question of whether we 
have a 2-, 3-, or 4-mill hospital 
tax has been much in the news 
of late, so let’s give it some 
thought. The original tax levy 
was for four mills, approved by 
a vote of the people on May 
20, 1956. In 1963 the amount 
was reduced by the Board of 
Revenue to two mills where it 
has remained, 

Originally our hospital had 
35 beds. It has been expanded 
to 75 beds and now the time 
has come to consider further 
expansion. The hospital is 
occasionally filled to capacity 
and patients are placed in 
hallways. With the continuing 
growth of our population and 
the beginning of Medicaid in 
1971, it is reasonable to expect 
that a need for more hospital 
beds will exist in 1971. This 
need must be anticipated, If we 
wait until 1971 to plan for 
these needs, the plans will 
relate to 1974 - not 197). 
There is at least a three-year lag 
between commencement of 
plans and availability of 
additional beds. 

On January 20 the Hospital 
Board presented to the Board 
of Revenue plans for a 15-year 
expansion program, Certain 
new facilities and 58 new beds 
are proposed, It is anticipated 
that cost of the expansion will 
be financed with Hill-Burton 
funds and revenue from the 
hospital millage. The present 2 
mills provided the Hospital 
Board $134,867.67 in 1967 - 
68. Debt service charges took 
$87,685.46 leaving a balance 
of $47,000.00 available for 
indigent patient care, repairs, 
purchase of equipment, ete. 
This balance is inadequate to 
finance a construction 
program. Increasing the millage 
is the only means available to 


the Board of Revenue to 
provide the local matching 
money, but from the 


standpoint of timing it was not 
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necessary to do that this year. 

Upon the advice of officials 
in the State Health Department 
and the architect of the 
Hospital Board, the Board of 
Revenue has continued the 
existing 2-mill levy for the year 
1968 -69. Failure to increase 
the millage this year will in no 
way delay the plans for an 
expansion. Plans for 
construction may be submitted 
to the State Board along with a 
request for Hill-Burton funds 
next September. The exiting 
authority in the Boar of 
Revenue to increase the m | ze 
up to 4 mills is adequate 
evidence of the availability of 
local funds, 


Indigent Care? 

This question is of 
considerable importance to the 
hospital staff, the medical 
staff, the Hospital Board and 
the indigent patients, How is 
such care to be financed?Who 
is to say which patients are 
indigent? We'll take a look at 
these issues later. 

Good Hospital Management 
The Board of Revenue has 
been impressed that the 
Hospital Board, the 
administrator, and the medical 
staff have brought about a vast 
improvement in the affairs of 
the hospital during 1968. As an 
illustration the hospital funded 
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a depreciation account in the 
amount of $50,000 and 
showed a net loss in the general 
fund of $14,609.98 as 


compared to a net loss of 


$142,123.27 for 1967, without 
any funding of depreciation. 
This represents a remarkable 
accomplishment in the 
management of the business of 
the hospital. Much more could 
be said to indicate the 
improved state of affairs. Paul 
Smith, Hospital Administrator, 
is the first to admit that many 
problems are yet to be solved, 
but with the continuing 
cooperation of the doctors, 
nurses, technicians, board 
members, and other members 
of the staff, improvements 
throughout 1969 will continue.

Gingold ended his interview 
with Pat Houtz, of Birmingham 
News, with these words - - 
“New arrivals in Huntsville are 
not being given the kind of 
welcome I think would induce 
them to want to stay”.

**l wonder what ever 
happened to Mrs. Ann Bragg?” 

That question is still 
without an answer as Sheriff C, 
P. “Red” Walker completes his 
first month of investigation. 


Sheriff Walker is still talking 
with people who knew “Aunt 
Ann” but has yet heard the 
key words that will unlock the 
shroud of mystery that is still 
hanging over Double Oak 
Mountain, 


Last week Walker went 
again to Double Oak Mountain 
and looked back across the 
valley where Mrs, Bragg was 
last seen over 17 years ago. 


Walker viewed the deep 
hollow and the rugged 
mountains in the distance from 
the back door of the house 
where Mrs, Bragg’s son, Ernest, 
once lived. Mrs. Bragg was 
headed for this house to see 
her new grandbaby when the 
76 year old woman 
mysteriously disappeared.

that Mrs, Bragg was going to 
visit on Dec, 2, 1951. 

When Sheriff Walker arrived 
at the house, the house next 
door was ablaze. The fire drew 
a crowd and among the crowd 
was J. P. Jones, a son-in-law of 
Mrs. Bragg, She was living with 
Jones and her daughter,

He 
told her he had not, but felt no 
reason for alarm because he 
thought surely Mrs, Bragg must 
have been in the back of the 
house with the new grandchild. 

He had breakfast, talked 
with a couple of friends that 
came by, and after they left, 
his wife inquired again about 
her mother, then asked to go 
check on her. 

He said he then went across 
the hollow, but when he 
arrived at Ernest’s home, his 
mother-in-law was not there. 

An intensive search was 
launched for the missing Mrs. 
Bragg. 

Jones explained they felt

Improving nutritional habits 
aim of state department 


Improving the nutritional 
habits of Alabama’s low 
income families is the aim of a 
program being undertaken by 
the Alabama Department of 
Pensions and Security. A 
nutritionist has been added to 
the staff of the Bureau of 
Commodity Distribution to 
work with all 67 counties in 
the area of nutrition education, 


The nutritionist is Mrs. 
Elizabeth W. Jones of 
Chambers County. Since her 
appointment last October, she 
has already worked in 23 
counties. Mrs. Jones works 


through the county Nutritional 
Education Committee if one 
has been established, or gives 
leadership to organization of 
such a committee. She makes 
contacts with local officials 
and such agencies as the 
Extension Service, Health and 
Education Departments, OEO, 
and TAP. Efforts are directed 
toward the use of all local 
resources in planning ways to 
help low income families 
improve their dietary habits, 
their food buying, and their 
meal planning. Demonstrations 
are conducted to show how 
commodities can be used and

Commissioner Reuben King 
pointed out that the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security has long recognized 
problems caused by fixed 
dietary habits, unfamiliarity 
with certain available free 
foods, and lack of knowledge 
about sound nutrition. It is 
hoped that the Nutritional 
Education Committees and the 
various activities cited above 
will result in better diets and 
better health for Alabama’s 
low income people, King 
added. 

It was noted also that the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security for many years has 
had a home economist on the 
staff of its Bureau of Public 
Assistance, A few months ago, 
following the retirement of 
Essie Patterson, Mrs. Carolyn 
Bell of Montgomery was 
appointed in her 
Resoponsibilities of this 
position include the 
development of standards of 
assistance for such _ basic 
requirements as food, clothing, 
shelter, utilities, etc. These 
standards establish the amount 
needed by different sized 
families. Other responsibilities 
of the home economist include 
consultation in household and 
money management and 
preparation and circulation of 
leaflets for clients on such 
subjects as low cost menus, 
household hints, the use of 
credit, budgeting, home 
gardening, etc. 

The Commissioner 
expressed the hope that the 
additional food stamps 
available to the lowest income 
families, the work of the 
nutritionist, and the continued 
work of the home economist 
would combine to combat the 
many adverse effects of poor 
dietary habits.

The Heart of Dixie

If you are ready to wrestle with that hawg-size bass or 
just want rapid action on the end of the line, the time is 
NOW on Lay Lake, 

February is noted on most fishermen’s calendars as, the 
month when the big bass are caught. The female bass are 
full of eggs which boost the big bass into the trophy 
category, 

Chubby McGhee at Columbiana’s fishing headquarters 
reports that traffic is beginning to increase along the Shelby 
Road with more fishermen heading for Lay Lake. He said 
last weekend he weighed several bass that moved the scale 
to the six pound mark. 

Billy Horton of Wilsonville was one of the fishermen 
who had a six pounder among his limit. Fishing the Spring 
Creek area with a shad-color Lazy Ike and a Yellow 
Snagless Sally produced the fine catch for him. 

Chubby said many of the larger bass had red tails 
indicating that the bass are beginning to sweep out the 
nursery and preparing for an early spawn. He said the bass 
usually bed on Lay Lake in March. 


Crappie biting- 


The bream fishing is still slow, but the cane pole 
fisherman who knows where to find the crappie can fill the 
Stringer, Crappie are reported congregating about three feet 
deep in the underwater grass near Camp Okomo. 

We spent several days at Camp Okomo last year when 
they were removing the bridge spans and saw a large area of 
sedge brush directly across the river from the camp. All that 
area is now underwater and should be a good place to try 
for crappie. 

Weekend before last Bubba Deason of Columbiana and 
several other fishermen found the bass really hitting on 
Reid Creek. He said they were working the banks with 
Thin-Fins, Silver Rebels and Hawaiian Wigglers and caught 
over 100 bass in the two days, 

He said the largest bass went three and one-half pounds. 

Deason said it was the fastest action he had ever seen on 
Lay Lake for that early in the season. 

Apparently this is only a preview of what is to come on 
Lay Lake this year. I suggest you start making plans now to 
go fishing, because if you don’t, you are going to be missing 
some really fine fishing - - if fishing is ever anything except 
fine, 


Spotlighting increases- 


We received a letter from the State Department of 
Conservation recently expressing concern about the 
increasing number of Alabama hunters who are being 
arres >d for hunting deer at night. 

Charles D. Kelley, Chief of the Conservation 
Department’s Division of Game and Fish, said the Law 
Enforcement Section of the Division has handled 510 cases 
involving night hunting since Oct. 1, 1968, and 415 of these 
have involved the hunting of deer at night. 

Kelley said that those hunters arrested for hunting at 
night probably are only a small percentage of those who are 
participating in this illegal activity. 

The Game and Fish Division Chief emphasized that 
“unless this night hunting of deer is curtailed, our deer 
herds in many areas of Alabama could be in serious 
danger.” 

Conservation law enforcement officials have stepped up 
their efforts to apprehend these offenders. Better 
equipment and longer working hours have been utilized in 
the intensive effort to curtail the night hunting of deer. 

Kelley appealed to law abiding hunters “to help curtail 
this illegal slaughter of one of our priceless resources.” 

He concluded, “Unless these law-violating hunters 
change their attitude, it may become necessary to change 
the law, making its violation less attractive and the penalty 
for violation more severe.”

State of the county 


(Editor’s note: This is the 
second in a series of articles 


written especially for the 
Shelby County Reporter)

The role of local 
government is to provide 


services to local people. As 
conditions change, this role 
changes and new decisions are 
required by the County Board 
of Revenue. A few of the 
conditions that have influenced 
the Board are: Increased 
industrial growth, 
improvements on the Coosa 
River, influx of new residents, 
dropping of the water table, 
increased volume of traffic, 
increased population density in 
rural areas, a need for an 
airport to serve industry, and 
roadside garbage dumps, Other 
factors could be cited to 
indicate the nature of the 
change in the requirement for 
services that have confronted 
the Board of Revenue, 

Some changes come about 
in services that have long been 
provided by the Board. As an 
illustration, bacause of heavier 
traffic volume on county roads 
it has been desirable to 
centerline all roads, erect 
traffic control and direction 


signs, and to reconstruct 
certain sectors of roads in 
order to make them more safe 
for travel. 

Other changes occur that 
require the Board to institute 
new services; i.¢., operation of 
landfills for garbage dumps, 
provide an airport, and assist in 
providing a county library pro 
gram. , 

Other changes come about 
as a result of actions of the 
federal or state government. 
During the past ten or twelve 
years we have seen a 
partnership effort emerge 
involving federal, state and 
local government in an attempt 
to provide solutions to local 
problems. This partnership has 
functioned throughout Shelby 
County. It has brought 
substantial benefits to 
municipalities and other areas 
within the county. 


The most impressive 
example of this cooperation 
has been in the county road 
program; not interstate and 
other federal highways, but 
county roads built under the 
Federal Aid Secondary 
program. We have received 
$1 263,747.06 in federal funds 
for this program since 1947, 
Other examples are the low 
rent housing apartments 
located in most every

Paul Smith resigns 
hospital position 


We ews? Simi t' hp, 
Administrator of Shelby 
Memorial Hospital since 
September, 1967, announced 
his resignation to the Hospital 
Board Tuesday night, citing his 
health as “the sole reason”’. 

He said he is no longer able 
physically to satisfy the 
demands of the job as he thinks 
it deserves. The resignation is 
to take effect March 31, 

Board Chairman Herchiel Z. 
Meadows said the resignation 
wasaccepted with great 
reluctance and praised Mr. 
Smith’s administration highly. 

Smith said that the defeat 
of the proposed millage 
increase for hospital expansion 
had nothing whatever to do 
with his decision; that in fact 
he had told the Board's 
executive committee of his 


Brewer holds conference 
with weekly press editors

‘‘There’s a way to pay 
teachers based on their 
performance in the classroom.” 

Governor Albert Brewer 
said this last Friday at an 
historic first news conference 
held exclusively for editors of 
weekly newspapers. 

Brewer pursued the theme 
of merit raised by saying 
“We've spent too much time 
saying things couldn’t be done. 
If the world were like it was 20 
years ago we could teach 
children like we did then, but 
we've got to prepare these 
young people for the world 
today.” 

The Governor answered 
gestions put to him by 
weekly editors with much 
candor’ and did not give a 
prepared speech. He touched 
on many subjects, but 
questions concerning education 
kept recurring. 


Brewer stressed Alabama 


ranks fourth in the nation in 


the percentage of money spent 
on education by the state 
government, He pointed out 
the need for more county and 
city effort. 


“I don’t know” was his 
answer to the question, “Why 
are urban legislators demanding 
a redistribution of school 
money when the money is 
distributed on the average daily 
attendance basis?” 


He said he had asked urban 
legislators the same question 
eight times the day before 
and could not get a satisfactory 
answer from them. 


The Governor said he had 
been meeting in small groups 
with all the legislators and they 


all agreed education was an 
immediate need, His staff is 
now starting work on getting 
those ideas in form that seem 
to have appeal to most 
members of the legislature. 


‘Does 75 million dollars

seem an attainable goal?” 
Brewer answered, “Yes, I 
would say it is. However, the 
legislature is not going to use 
the same approach the Study 
Commission used, and some of 
these approaches could mean 
more money than those 
suggested by the Commission.” 


One editor asked the 
Governor if his relationship 
with the Wallace forces was as 
warm as it used to be, Brewer 
smiled and said he certainly 
thought so - that he talked 
frequently with George Wallace 
by telephone. 


In brief, other points the 
Governor made during the 
press conference were: 


Alabama is studying 
Louisiana’s severance tax law 
on gas and oil with an idea to 
copying it, With the oil 
discoveries from Escambia 
County to the Mississippi line, 
such a tax could mean “big’ 


revenue in a few years” for 


Alabama. 


He hopes to loosen state 
voter registration laws, 
allowing Alabamians who 
become 21 overseas to register 
by mail, and he favors placing 
the names of presidential 
candidates on the ballot. 


He thinks all sheriffs should 
be placed on the salary rather 
than the fee system. 


He promised to make all the 
findings on the State Docks 
investigation public when the 
study is complete - “good, bad 
or indifferent. It is the 
responsibility of the Governor 
to do so.” 


He added that it must be 
remembered the docks have 
made the most remarkable 
progress in history during the 
six years Houston Feaster has 
been docks director and he is 
entitled to a full hearing. 


On the subject of the Public 
Service Commission, Brewer 
said he was reluctant to let it 
be taken away from the voters. 
He thinks the members should 
continue to be elected, but the 
staff should be strengthened, 
so inspectors can “constantly 
inspect and service’’ the 
utilities, 

Brewer hopes the Crime 
Control Act will lead to the 
upgrading of local law 
enforcement in the state. He 
pointed out there is a wide 
disparity and he hopes to make 
Police Academy training 
available to more law officers. 


He pointed to ambulance 
service as a real problem in the 
state, and feels that ultimately 
the towns or counties will have 
to provide it. 


Master plan of Oak Mountain Park completed 


A redeveloped and greatly 
expanded Oak Mountain State 
Park, covering more than 
10,000 acres of Shelby County 
land, is expected to be opened 
to the public during the 
summer of 1970, 

Preliminary plans for the 
state-owned recreational and 
outdoor facility located in 
north-central Shelby County 
were completed earlier this 
month by James R. Franklin of 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. 


Franklin, a planner of 
outdoor parks and recreational 
facilities, developed the Oak 
Mountain master plan over a 
four month period that 
included on-site inspections 
and surveys, 


Contracts To Be Let Soon 

Architectural and 
engineering contracts for 
specific plans will be awarded 
Mis week, Governor Albert 
Brewer said in his special news 
conference for weekly 


newspapers last Friday. 

The entire set of plans for 
the redevelopment of the park 
is expected to be completed 
during August, 1969. 


2,500 Seat Amphitheatre 

Among the attractions to be 
added to the park is a 2,500 
seat amphitheatre to be 
constructed on the shores of a 
new lake, 

The outdoor theatre, 
initially proposed by W. T. 
Chichester, Associate Professor 
of Speech at Alabama College, 
will be designed to 
accommodate a variety of 
productions including operas, 
dramas, symphony concerts as 
well as small performing groups 
such as folk singers and 
combos, 

The amphitheatre’s stage 
will be located just above the 
water line of the new lake. 
Seats for audiences will be 
built on a gently sloping hill 
sidé, Provision is allowed for 


adding additional seats. 
Easy Driving Distance 

A population study 
indicates that Oak Mountain 
State Park is located within a 
200 mile distance of the homes 
of more than 9 million people. 
Nearly 3 million people live 
within 100 miles of the park 
and some 1,088,000 persons 
live within 50 miles of the 
park, 

Another proposed feature 
of the redeveloped park will be 
a restaurant to be located 
within walking distance of the 
amphitheatre, 

Chair Lift 

A chair lift will be 
constructed to take passengers 
to one of the highest points in 
the park. There will also be a 


hikers’ trail built to the top of 


this mountain, but no roads or 
vehicular traffic will be 
allowed. 

Objective of the chair lift 
and absence of roads is to 
provide an unobstructed view 


of the park and surrounding 
areas. 
Demonstration Farm 
Elsewhere in the park, a 
demonstration farm will be 


built, complete with farm 
animals and soil tilling 
equipment, Efforts will be 


made to include nearly all 
domestic animals. One plan 
calls for the scheduled arrival 
of a litter of pigs each day, 

For equestrians, a stable and 
bridle paths have been planned, 
Some 50 saddle horses will be 
available. 


150 Campsites 
Outdoor living is included in 
the plans. Camp sites are 
planned for 150 different 


locations, 


More than 50 nature camps 
are designated on the master 
plan. 

For persons interested in 
exercise, bicycle trails will 
meander among the hills and 
lakes. 


Initial plans called for the 
construction of a lake near 
Indian Springs School, within 
the limits of the park, 
However, dangers to houses 
located below the proposed 
dam, combined with 
unfavorable geologic findings, 
caused the department to 
abandon lake plans for this 
particular site. 

A golf course is now 
planned for this part of the 
park, 


State, Federal Funds Involved 

Federal funds totaling 
$400,000 have been earmarked 
for the Oak Mountain Park, 
Additional funds will come 
from state sources, ° 

The Oak Mountain Park 
development is a part of a 
statewide plan to upgrade, 
expand and redevelop 
Alabama's state parks. Similar 
plans are being drawn up for 
Gulf Shores and Little River 
State Parks. Joe Wheeler and 
Cheaha will be taken under 


consideration next. 
Convention Facilities 

Convention facilities 
including meeting areas and 
dining rooms will be provided 
in some of the parks, 

Motel-like overnight 
accommodations will be 
constructed in some parks, but 
not Oak Mountain, Officials 
believe nearby motels in 
Shelby and Jefferson counties 
are located sufficiently close to 
satisfy this need, 

Economic Impact 

Parks and conservation 
officials indicate that one good 
state park is equal to five or 
ten industries in the economic 
impact it will have on the state. 

The goal of these officials is 
to make Alabama’s parks as 
good as any, perhaps better 
than any in the nation, 

It is then expected that 
thousands of families will 
spend vacations of several days 
to two weeks duration in 
Alabama. 


need to resign on January 28, 
before the millage issue came 
to a vote. 


In an interview with the 
Reporter Smith talked of the 
fine working relationships he 
had found in Shelby County.

Some people claim that the biggest fish are caught in the

Poet Finlay

Later, 
Jack in the Pulpit, wild 
columbine, wild geranium, and 
trilliums will be coming out of 
hiding of last year’s leaves,

George 
caught the limit of crappie, five stripes and 11 bass, the 
largest going five and one-half pounds. He said he fished 
hard but it was worth the effort. 

Last Wednesday was a hot day for crappie. Norman 
Lefkovits, Bub Gordon and Buddy Kelly of Columbiana 
boated 109 crappie averaging from one to one and 
one-half pounds fishing large toughies about two feet 
deep around umbrella bushes near Kibby’s Camp. 

Jim Phillips and party from Birmingham also scored 
with crappie last Wednesday. They brought in 80 crappie 
weighing from one to two pounds fishing toughies eight 
feet deep in the hardwood tops near Kibby’s. 

Mr, and Mrs, D. E. Headrick came down from 
Birmingham last Thursday for an afternoon fishing with 
Mr, and Mrs, J. O. Sides of Helena. They located the bass 
in shallow water below the Wilsonville steam plant and 
caught the limit of bass weighing up to three pounds on 
Rapalas, Those Lay Lake bass had them hooked and they 
were planning a trip back to the lake the following day. 

Some fishermen make good bird dogs, Buck Falkner 
found out last week, While he and Lewis Walker were 
fishing for crappie, they kept noticing a fisherman 
following them. 

Each time Buck and Lewis moved from a brush top, 
this fisherman immediately took their place at the top. 
They were catching the crappie about two feet deep and 
they later learned, the other fisheman was fishing about 
eight feet deep and catching larger crappic from the same 
brush tops. 

They serving as a pointer for the fisherman. You might 
remember this when fishing for crappie in unfamiliar 
waters. Find you a pointer, check the depth he is fishing 
and vary the depth you fish accordingly. 


Fish kill- 


H. D. Keliy, district fishery biologist of Eastaboga, is 
conducting an investigation of a fish kill reported last 
Friday in Logan Martin Lake, the power company lake 
located above Lay Lake. 

Kelly reported that shad is the primary species affected 
by the kill, but an occasional crappie or carp has been 
observed. Kelly said the kill was caused by a parasitic 
communicable disease known as “white spot” and 
outbreaks of the disease usually occur in late winter or 
early spring when fish are under stress due to the 
comparatively sharp temperature change. 


State fishery biologists said they won't be surprised if 


this parasite appears within the next few days or wecks in 
other impoundments on the Coosa River. « 

The outbreak usually lasts for one week and should 
not alarm the sportfisherman because it seldom has an 
adverse effect of the sport fish population. 

As of last Tuesday there had been no report of fish 
killed by the white spot disease on Lay Lake.

Under the guidance of Dr. 
Mary Jo Harris, associate 
professor of education at the 
University of South Alabama, 
this is a small sample of the 
beneficial work being quictly 
accomplished throughout 
Alabama under the federal 
Head Start program, 

Dr. Harris serves as the Head 
Start Regional Traiming Officer 
for the state, under a grant 
awarded the University by the 


Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 
Alabama has 18 agencies 


operating Head Start programs, 
employing more than 300 
teachers and over 300 teacher 
aides. Mobile has 13 centers in 
its agency. Since she assumed 
her responsibility as regional 
training officer last April, Dr. 
Harris has visited 10 of the 
centers, consulting with local 
directors, conducting 
workshops and demonstration 
classes, and generally 
coordinating all personnel 
training opportunities. 

The program is currently 
serving 5,300 children ranging 
from three to five years of age, 
90 percent of whom come 
from homes classified at or 
below the poverty level. 


According to Dr. Harris, it is 
hard to say who are more 
enthusiastic about the project - 
- the dedicated officials, 
teachers, and aids, or the 
wide-eyed, eager -youngsters 
who, for a few hours a day, are 
caught up in a world they 
never knew, 

On occasion other faculty 
members of the U. of S. A, 
College of Education 
uccompany her as consultants 
and assistants.

Martin, assistant professor of 
education at the University, 
went with Dr. Harris to 
Shetfield to hold a one-day 
workshop.

Fowler explains county financial problems 


By Judge Conrad M, Fowler 

The next several 
will be devoted an 
explanation of the financial 
problems the Board of 
Revenue is now encountering 
in the operation of the County 
Highway Department, We will 
consider the sources and 
amounts of funds available, 
how the moncy is spent, and 
the specific problems that we 
now encounter due to the 
reduction in highway funds, 

We are in a period of rising 
demands and expectations tor 
highway construction and 
maintenance on the part of our 
citizens. We have experienced 
an increase in the cost of all 
phases of the operation of the 
County Highway Department, 
We have also experienced a 
decrease in road funds

available. The Board of 
Revenue more and more finds 
that it is in a tough spot as it 
undertakes to. establish 
priorities for the spending of 
your highway money. 

Until this year we have had 
funds to provide a reasonable 
highway prograin for Shelby 
County. We have been able to 
program the construction of 
about 25 tu 30 miles of new 
roads each year. Almost 500 
miles of county paved roads 
have been provided since 1947, 
and not mile was built 
with borrowed money. We 
have provided safety features 
such as centerline and edge of 
pavement striping, 
reflectorized directional and 
safety signs, reflectorized 
delineators to mark the 
intersections, and codit to 
outline the interior edges of 


one 


county bridges to make them 
more visible at night, We have 
replaced all untreated timber 
bridges with cither concrete or 
creosoted timber bridges, we 
have had a reasonable 
resurfacing program each year. 
The Board has undertaken to 
improve the lot of the 
employees by annual pay 


increases, a retirement 
program, an insurance 
program, and other fringe 
benefits. 


But now we find that we 
have to postpone the 
construction of needed roads. 


We cannot resurface county 


roads that need attention. 
Worn equipment that should 
be traded must be continued in 
operation, Three years ago we 
had three construction units 
building new roads and now we 


have but one construction unit, 
The number of personnel in 


the department has been 
reduced, 
The Board considers the 


curtailment of our program to 
be serious indeed, We believe 
that by reason of the unit 
system, the competitive bid 
practices, and the skills of the 
men of the highway 
department, the taxpayer of 
Shelby County may be assured 
that he has received the full 
vilue from the tax dolla: spent 
by the highway department. 
We have always had local funds 
for matching all state or federal 


funds availalable to us. This is 
important when one considers 
that on some county projects, 
only 20 to 25% of the cost has 
been paid from local funds. 
But now in an expanding 


county when more and more is 
expected of us, we find that we 
ure able to do less and less, 
Members of the Board of 
Revenue want you to 
understand the predicament 
that we ure in, We want you to 
know that unless we are 
provided additional highway 
revenue you must expect that 
your County Highway 
Department simply cannot 
continue the progressive and 
extensive programs that you 
have come to expect of us, 

Four weekly columns will 
be devoted to this situation. I 
hope that you will read each of 
them, If you have questions 
that should be answered please 
let a member of the Board have 
them, We are working ourselves 
into a tight corner, We need 
your understanding and your 
help.

Sen, John Sparkman has 
announced that the 
Subcommittee on Housing, 
which he chairs, will hold 
hearings March 19-21 to study 
lumber and wood product 
price increases and the timber 
and wood product shortage. 


“Lumber and wood product 
prices in ow nation have 
skyrocketed in the last year 
with softwood lumber prices 
increasing by 50% and 
Plywood prices by about 
100%,” Sparkman said, “I am 
told, unless the present trend 
can be reversed, that prices will 
rise another 30 to 50% before 
our building season starts this 
year. “These increases have 
caused a real crisis in the 
building industry,” Sparkman 
continued, “and I understand 
that even today retailers refuse 
to give advance quotations on 
lumber prices and, in many 
cases, will not commit on 
future deliveries at any price.” 


The Alabama Senator 
emphasized that increasing 
lumber prices are just one facet 
of the rising home cost 
problem. He said he is calling 
hearings on this particular 
problem because the building 
industry appears to be faced 
with an immediate crisis unless 
something can be done to 
encourage a more favorable 
climate which will result in 
lower lumber prices for the 
consumer. 


Sparkman, long known in 
the nation as’ “Mr. Housing,” 
has been Housing 
Subcommittee Chairman for 
some 20 years. His most recent 
accomplishment is the 
sponsorship of the 1968 
Housing and Urban 
Development Act, hailed by 
some as one of the most 
comprehensive housing laws 
ever enacted, 


“As an example of increased 
costs,” Sparkman said, “3/8 
inch CD plywood, which is 
normally used for sheathing 


’ and ‘decking, lias risen from 


$70 per 1000 board feet in 
May 1967 to $167.40 today. 
Also, No, 2 pre-cut 2 x 4 
construction grade studs have 
risen from $102 per 1000 
board feet in: May 1967 to 
$175. Such increases in lumber 
and wood products have hiked 


the cost of a typical house by 
about $2,000 in less than a 
year. 

“These high costs threaten 
not only the building industry 
but also the hopes of 
Americans seeking better 
homes at reasonable prices,” 
Sparkman said.“They could 
cripple efforts to reach our 
national housing goals set forth 
in the 1968 Housing and Urban 
Development Act.” 

Among the reasons given by 
Sparkman for rising costs of 
wood products are: (1) export 
of logs to Japan, causing a 
highly competitive situation in 
the supply of domestic lumber; 
(2) government policies 
concerning timber cutting in 
national forests becoming 
outmoded; and (3) weather 
conditions as well as forest 
fires drastically reducing the 
volume of timber that can be 
cut, 

‘*The purpose of the 
hearings,” Sparkman said, ‘‘is 
to look into all facets of the 
problem to try to find some 
way to increase the supply of 
lumber and wood products in 
order to cut back spiraling 
prices,” 


Since I first discussed the 
Federal income tax structure 
several weeks ago, Congress has 
embarked on what could be its 
most ambitious effort ever to 
achieve major tax reform, 
Hearings have now begun 
before the House Ways and 
Means Committee on the issue 
of tax exempt foundations, the 
first of 17 topics to be studied 
during extensive hearings by 
the Committee. I know that 
tax reform has always been a 
popular issue, but specific 
proposals seem to get bogged 
down for various reasons. It 
would seem to me that, 
whatever may be the specific 
proposals, the overall 
objectives should clearly be 
equity and simplicity.

The Heart of Dixie

It’s hard to beat a man at his own game,

Unemployment declines 


Reversing a usual seasonal 
pattern, unemployment in 
Alabama during the early part 
of this year declined and is less 
than the- levels reported for the 
last month of 1968 and for the

Although fish killed with 
rotenone are perfectly O.K. to 
eat many thousands of fish 
weighing upward of three 
pounds were left - mostly carp. 
Two were saved that could not 
be weighed on a fifteen pound 
capacity scale, 


Although carp is not a 
favorite food fish, one 
workman took away a pickup 
truck bed-full. 


This infestation of carp, 
coming up a continuously used 
spillway had made the 195 acre 
lake near Dunnevant 
practically worthless for the 
favorite kinds of fish.

Very little population 
change for Alabama as a whole 
took place in 1967, most 
recent figures of “Alabama 
Business” published at the 
University of Alabama this 
week by the Center for 
Business and Economic 
Research show, 

There was a half a per cent 
increase to 3,5 million persons 
and Shelby County moved 
from 34,947 in 1966 to 35,141 
in 1967 for a .56 per cent 
increase, 

Meanwhile per capita 
income in the County went 
from $1,840 in 1966 to $1,956 
in 1967 for a 6.30 per cent 


increase, 

The state per capita income 
average was up over five per 
cent moving from $2,054 to 
$2,162. 

In the business economy 
generally some of the largest 
gains were established by the 
construction industry. In 
building contracts awarded, a 
34,8 per cent increase was set 
for 1968 as compared to 1967. 

Postal receipts in all city 
areas increased over 20 per 
cent and bank saving deposits 
were up over 13 percent. 
About the only negative index 
in Alabama industry was a four 
per cent drop in cotton 


consumption by mills. 

According to the report, 
continued high employment 
and overall growth of business 
is expected in 1969, 

Some of the more extreme 
forecasts, according to 
“Alabama Business’, see eight 
per cent prime bank rates, 
hyper-inflation, and a 
worsening of our balance of 
payments problem, 

Economists in the 
Economic Research Center 
here do not go along with such 
predictions, 

They believe a more 
restrictive monetary policy, a 
balanced Federal budget, and 


the promise of a continuance 
of the surtax should combine 


‘to sharply reduce total demand 


and thus economic growth 
within the next few months. 

They see no recession, only

Montevallo signs 
for Dial 911 service 


The Town of Montevallo 
has signed a letter of intent to 
subscribe to the “DIAL 911” 
plan for emergency telephone 
service. 

Part of a Civil Defense 
program, the “DIAL 911” plan 
is being planned to operate 
within the toll-free telephone 
calling area of greater 
Birmingham and Shelby 
County. 

The estimated cost for a 
municipality to participate is 
seven cents per capita based on 
the projected 1970 population. 

Col. Corwin Q. Wadsworth, 
Communication coordinator 
for Birmingham Civil Defense, 
said the 911 emergency 
number is intended for persons 
faced with a sudden emergency 
who may not know who to call 
fox help, or who may be too 
frantic to look up numbers 
adequately, It is not intended 
to replace or displace any local 
numbers a person normally 
calls for services. 

Specially trained operators 
will be on duty who will know 
where the nearest fire truck, 
police car, ambulance and 
doctor are. A direct line to the 
poison control center will be 
maintained. The operator will 
be trained to find out what 
assistance is needed and place 
any other calls that need to be 
made. 

A traveler who has an 
accident will be able to get 
help even though he knows no 
one in a community by dialing 
911. The operator, on hearing 
of an accident, will first ask 
“Are there any injuries?” 

It is anticipated that seven 
operators will be sufficient to 
handle the service in the 
Birmingham toll - free area, 
Wadsworth indicated. 

Wadsworth said that the 
telephone company is spending 
several hundred thousand 
dollars in the Birmingham 
calling area installing lines to 
carry the system.

Less money available for road purposes 


By Probate Judge 
Conrad M. Fowler 
(NOTE: This is the second 
article on the financial 
problems that have come to 
the County Highway 
Department.) 


We have experienced an 
unusual loss of revenue 
available for road purposes, 
Let’s take a look at where the 
money comes from and the 
extent of the loss, It is an 
imposition to ask you to look 
at a bunch of figures but how 
else can you come to 
understand the tight corner in 
which we presently find the 
Shelby County Highway 
Department. 

Sources of revenue are the 
gasoline tax, road and bridge 
fund, public highway and 
traffic fund, transfers from the 
general fund, state aid, and 
federal aid. 

The state collects a 7 cents 
gas tax. Formerly 1/67 of 3 
cents was paid monthly to each 
county and 1/67 of 1 cent was 
accumulated to the credit of 
each county by the State 
Department of Revenue to be 
spent on county road projects 
and to be matched by a 
portion of the county’s 3 cent 
money. The yield from this ‘ax 
to Shelby County was 
$713,394.48 in 1965-66, The 
gas tax was redistributed in 
1967, Small counties received

sharp reductions. In 1967-68 
Shelby County received 
$568,143.25; a loss of 
$145,182.89. Prior to the 
change, receipts from this tax 
had increased over $25,000.00 
each year, 

A portion of the ad valorem 
tax is spent on the road 
program. We have a general 
fund tax rate of 5 mills and 
road and bridge tax rate of 
2-1/2 mills. All of the road and 
bridge tax is spent in the road 
program and the Board of 
Revenue transfers a portion of 
the general fund receipts each 
year to the gasoline fund to be 
used for road purposes, The 
court decision allowing the 
railways and utilities to reduce 
their valuation from 40% to 
30% caused a total reduction in 
Shelby County revenue to 
these funds of $70,696,63. In 
1966-67 this tax returned 
$385,923.71 to the general 
fund and $190,424.68 to the 
road and bridge fund, In 
1967-68 these amounts were 
$338,469.49 and $167,182.27. 


The county’s portion of the 
vehicle tag sales and the 
drivers’ license is paid into the 
public highway and traffic 
fund. This amounted to 
$52,217.45 in 1965-66 and 
$74,432,22 in 1967-68. This is 
the only fund to increase. 

Our share of the federal aid 
dollar has been running about 


$55,000 per year, We have 
done much better in some 
years. 

With the help of former 
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Representative John Cates, 
former Senator Jim McDow, 
and Representative Tom 
Stubbs we have received From 
$100,000 to $200,000 extra 
money from the State Highway 
Department most every year, 
This has indeed been a great 
help, but this assistance may 
not always be available. 


It isnot easy to provide you 
a meaningful explanation of 
these funds, Perhaps the best 
illustration is to compare total 
road funds for 1965-66 and 
1967-68. Total money in 
1965-66 was $1,218,999.12 
and $959,695.49 in 1967-68; a 
drop of $259,303.63.

county, will be built this 
summer at the Thompson 
School. 


The County Board of 
Education is issuing a call for 
bids this week for construction 
of the first units of a new 
elementary school complex 
planned for Thompson. 

It is to be built on land 
adjoining the present school 
property, recently purchased 
from Mr. R, L. Roy for about 
$25,000, 
fFiteres four 
classrooms in a square, Each 
classroom isa trapezoid, with a 
center core storage closet, 
accessible to all four rooms. 
The interior walls are folding 
partitions, Each classroom is 
desgined to hold 30 pupils, 
with 120 in the four-room 
unit. Windows will be kept to a 
minimum to eliminate outside 
distractions, and to assist in 
heating and cooling the school. 

The McCauley architectural 
firm of Birmingham, which 
designed the recent additions

and is also the hospital 
architect, has drawn the plans, 
A similar design is in use at the 
Edgewater School in west 
Jefferson County, according to 
assistant superintendent Ted 
Lansford, 

An architectural sketch 
suitable for printing, is not 
available at this time. 

The eight classrooms to be 
built this summer are part of 
an overall program ultimately 
designed to provide 40 more 
classrooms, 

Lansford pointed out that 
Thompson’ is cvercrowded at 
present and enrollment 
increases heavily there each 
year. The school is using eight 
classroom trailers this year. 
Principal Charles Knowles says 
that he expects at least 178 
children to enter the first grade 
at Thompson next fall. That 
number of letters have already 
been sent to parents, 

The high school enrollment 
next fall will increase by about 
70 pupils due to the transfer of 
the 11th and 12th grades from 
Alabaster High School.

The state of Shelby County 


By Probate Judge 
Conrad M. Fowler 


In 1945 the Alabama 


Legislature passed the Farm to 


Market Road Act. Each 
county was awarded 1/67th of 
a 4 cent gas tax and about 
$33,000 federal aid secondary 
money per year. The road 
money was divided four ways; 
each board member receiving 
an equal share. Each member 
was responsible for the 
expenditure of these funds in 
his own district. Four 
operations were financed, It 
was inefficient and 
extravagant. Many counties 
still operate under this system. 


Shelby County adopted the 
unit system in 1949, The 
wisdom of this move has been 
firmly established. 


The Board of Revenue 
makes policies, determines 
wage rates, purchases the 
department’s needs, and 
determines the time that the 
construction equipment may 
remain in any one district. 
Each Board member 
designates the roads to be 
improved in his district. The 
equipment revolves from one 
district to another on a 
seven-month schedule. 


The highway department is 
divided into three groups - - 
construction, maintenance, 
and miscellaneous. A 
superintendent is in charge of 
each of the first two groups 
and the miscellaneous group is 
under the assistant county 
engineer. The construction 


group has a unit for grading , 


and draining new roads, a 
labor unit for clearing and for 
erecting fences, and a 
miscellaneous road 
improvement unit. The 
maintenance group includes 
the central mainienance shop 
where county mechanics 
repair county equipment; 
grader patrol units; dump 
trucks and loader units, bridge 
and pipe units, pipe 
manufacturing unit; and base 
course units. Two 
miscellaneous groups includes 
office engineers, survey party, 
soils engineers, paving repair 
units, mowing units, a sign 
shop, and a safety unit 
concerned with centerline 
striping and sign crection, You 
will note that a_ particular 
group has responsibility for 
each of the tasks that must be 
accomplished by the 
departinent. 


Equipment provided these 
groups make of your highway 
department a sizeable 
construction and maintenance 
force, The department 
operates 32 dump trucks, 3 
dozers, 10 tractors of various 
description, 10 motor graders, 
1 shovel and three frontend 
loaders, a backhoe, a dragline, 
2 lowboys, 3 flat-body trucks, 
11 pickups, 10 other vehicles, 
2 water trucks, one Wylie 
Patchmobile, one Gradall, and 
a jeep with a soil drill.

The department used 
170,834 gallons of gasoline 
and 105,827 gallons of diesel 
fuel. 

The loss of revenue 
experienced in 1966-67 (about 
$250,000) has been reflected 
in a general belt-tightening 
affecting all operations. It had 
a direct impact - (an impact 
felt by our citizens) in the 
reduction of the construction 
program. A grading unit was 
climinated, thus cutting in 
half our capability to build 
new roads. Roads that had 
been promised and that were 
planned have had to be 
postponed, We also feel the 
impact by a reduction of our 
ability to keep our road 
maintenance on a_ proper 
schedule. The decrease in 
services is a positive result of 
our loss in revenue. 

The day-by-day operation 
of the department is a big 
responsibility for the members 
of the Board and for the 
County Engineer. Next week I 
will report the steps that have 
been taken to effect 
economies in the operation of 
the department and mention 
will be made of our unmet 
needs,

The Heart of Dixie

The warm, sunny weather last week had as much 
effect on the fishermen as it did the fish, 

Apparently some of the fishermen had a mild sun 
stroke or might use that as an excuse for allowing their 
greed to show. 

To me fishing has always been a sport, and a mighty 
fine one at that. I enjoy eating fish occasionally, but have 
never depended on fish as my only source of food and I 
hope that day will never come. Because, then fishing will 
no longer be a sport with me. 

And those three fisherman who hauled out more 
than 300 young bass from Lay Lake last Thursday cannot 
convince me that they had starving families at home. 

Can’t you just see them now standing on the bank 
winching in the small bass and scrambling around the 
minnow bucket all wall-eyed trying to trap «a minnow 
against the side of the bucket. 

When the minnows get low, one of them dashes back 
to the car and speeds back to the bait shop for the 26th 
dozen of minnows. 

I would like to know what the fishermen did with 
the fish when they went home. They couldn't stand on 
the street corner and brag about their catch, that would 
make about as much sense as driving around the county 
in the middle of July with a doe deer stretched across the 
hood of your automobile. 

Several years ago, a man was caught on Smith Lake 
with well over 200 bass, (Yes, they were easy to catch on 
Smith Lake at one time) When the conservation officer 
asked the man what he was planning to do with all the 
fish, the man replied that he was going to feed them to 
his hogs. 

Are our game fish on Lay Lake going to the hogs? I 
don’t know, but one thing I know for sure, those three 
fisherman have gone to the dogs as far as I and many 
other sport fisherman in this area are concerned, 

Lay Lake has a potential of being the best fishing 
lake in the state. Let’s keep the reputation for several 
years, not for the first year only. The limit on bass is 15. 

Now for the sport fishing report. 

Mr, and Mrs. R. L. Boyles of Wilsonville brought in 
the limit of bass ranging from three-quarters to one and 
one-half pounds, Monday was a week ago. They located 
the bass near Smith Camp in two to four feet of water 
and used the Thin Fin to load their stringer. 

Last Wednesday, Mr. and Mrs. A. N. Schrimcher of 
Bessemer stopped by Chubby’s Bait Shop with a stringer 
of 19 bass. Mrs. Schrimcher caught the largest fish, a five 
and one-half pound bass, on a green Thin Fin. They were 
fishing the shallows near Bozo’s Camp. 

Mrs. Schrimcher said the fishing was terrific. Twice 
during ththe day she had a bass on the Thin Fin and one 
on a cane pole baited with a minnow. 

Nolan Bailey of Columbiana and Victor Price of 
Shelby caught 30 crappie weighing up to two pounds 
fishing near the narrows Friday. They found the crappie 
biting about two feet deep around the brush tops.

Ralph Henderson retires 
as City Clerk of Montevallo

Ralph Henderson had 
already completed a full life’s 
work when he embarked on a 
new career as Clerk of the 
City of Montevallo in 1954. 
Last Tuesday he decided to 
step down from his second 
career and devote a little time 
to “just fishing”. 

On Sunday, he and Mrs. 
Henderson were honored at a 
reception in the City Hall. 
Hosts were Mayor Milton Orr, 
Councilmen J. A. Brown Jr., 
Agee Kelly, James Seaman, 
Ralph Sears, T, E. Watson and 
their wives. 

He protested, “All I can 
think of is dry statistics” when 
we asked him to think back 
over his tenure and list some of 
the standout happenings in 
Montevallo during that time. 

His ‘‘dry statistics” 
however, add up to show a 
picture of a vibrant, active and 
growing town, 

Among the figures of 
interest are these: Over 127 
new dwellings have been built 
in Montevallo since 1954, An 
extension of the city limits in 
1963 brought in 15 to 20 
additional houses. 

A new subdivision, Indian 
Highlands, has been added and 
as Henderson said, “It is about 
half-filled up now”. 

The Whaley Shopping 
Center and the Montevallo 
Motel were other major 
additions in recent years. 

A paving program in 1955 
added some 21 miles of new 
paving. In addition, low cost 
paving, participated in by the 


city and property owners, has 
been done from time to time 
totaling at least three miles. 

Growth of utilities has been 
significant, Henderson said, 
pointing out that in 1954 there 
were some 300 gas customers 
and today the figure has 
reached 730, including 
Alabama College. The water 
system has expanded from 
serving 600 customers to 
1,167. 

Born in Georgia, Henderson 
moved to Aldrich and at age 21 


went to work at the Aldrich 
coal mine asa storeroom clerk. 
He remained there until the 
mine was closed in 194], 
working as a purchasing agent 
and assisting with the 
liquidation. 

He then went to the 
Boothton mine as a purchasing 
agent and stayed there until it 
closed,

Henderson came to the Town 
Clerk’s office,

continued, in an interview with 
the Reporter. He notes that 
juries have been giving lighter 
sentences, and attributes part 
of the crime increase to this 
fact.

Fowler answers questions

(Note: This is the fourth 
article on the financial 
problems that have come to 
the County Highway 
Department.) 

Two questions have come 
during the week, Let’s answer 
them first. A citizen wishes to 
know about the “10 other 
vehicles” mentioned in the list 
of county equipment given last 
week, These ten vehicles 
consist of six automobiles, two 
carry-alls, one station wagon, 
and a stake body truck, These 
autos are used by the county 
engineer, the assistant county 
engineer, the maintenance 
superintendent, the assistant to 
the maintenance 
superintendent who is 
responsible for the 
coordination of the patrol 


groups, the project engineer, 
and a spare car used in 
connection with the truck 
weighing program, One 
carry-all is used by the survey 
party and the other has a 
miscellaneous use, such as 
transporting employees to a 
job site or hauling dynamits. 
The station wagon is used by 
the soils engineer. The stake 
body truck is no longer being 
used by the department. 

The second question comes 
from a lady who lives in the 
Cahaba Valley. Mention has 
been made in Birmingham 
papers of an intention by the 
Zoning Board of the City of 
Mountain Brook to extend a 
zoning program into Shelby 
County. She questions whether 
or not this can be done. My 
understanding of the law is 
that a municipality has 
jurisdiction to zone the area 


within five miles of its 
municipal limits. A portion of 
Shelby County is within five 
miles of Mountain Brook city 
limits; however, we have been 
told that the Mountain Brook 
Zoning Board has not included 
any portion of Shelby County 
in its zoning program, 

Now, about Shelby 
County's reduced road 
program. Members of the 
Board fecl that the highway 
department is eff-‘sntly and 
economically operated, We feel 
that the highway department is 
efficiently and economically 
operated. We feel that the tax 
dollar spent on road 
construction and maintenance 
in Shelby County goes farther 
than most any other tax dollar 
that you pay. Aside from the 
previously mentioned 
economies that result from the 
unit system operation, several 


other money-saving practices 
are followed. These include 
buying on bids all items that 
cost over $500 and many other 
items under this amount, 
manufacture of concrete pipe 
requirements at 50% of the 
cost on the retail market, 
utilization of a “trouble-shoo- 
ting truck” to reduce down 
time in the ficld, investment of 
funds in high yield government 
bonds to carn interest income 
on taxes paid in December and 
January, but not required for 
county purposes until the 
period of August through 
September (interest income in 
1967-68 was $11,972.27), and 
enforcement of vehicle load 
limits on county roads, An 
explanation about the weighing 
program is in order.

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Spring arrives 


Gardeners are blossoming out all over

Long awaited spring has 
arrived at last and eager 
gardeners are blossoming out, 
trowel and rake in hand, 
getting ready to enjoy the 
out-of-doors. 

The inexperienced gardener 
has numerous questions. 


“Why hasn’t someone ever 
told me these things?” 

The seasoned gardener 
knows many things almost by 
instinct from long practice 
which seem mysterious to the 
new home owner who may be 
making his first efforts toward 
gardening. For example, how 
to determine when the soil is 
ready to “work” in Spring. The 
texture of the soil should be 
mellow, But how to tell? If it is 
turned too soon after the 
heavy rains, it will become 
compacted and even good soil 
will make a poor place for the 
roots of seedling plants to 
grow. 

For the novice gardener, a 
simple test is to scoop up a 
handful of the garden soil,

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squeeze it tightly in hand. 
When it is released, if there is a 
ball of soil, a moist lump, it is 
too wet, If it crumbles and falls 
apart when you open your 
fingers, it is ready. Good soil 
smells nice and earthy, not 
sour, 

I hope you have composted 
last year’s leaves, They should 
be just right now to dig into 
the ground. Old beds need 
renewal with decayed lawn 
clippings, leaves, and other 
vegetation to add humus, all of 
which will help condition the 
bed - - old or new - - allowing 
showers to seep deep into the 
garden to the roots of plants, 
rather than running off the top 
of the ground like water 
running off a roof. 


When shopping in garden 
stores collect good sterile 
potting soil, charcoal, peat 
moss, and concentrated organic 
fertilizer to use in your new 
pots of begonias, caladiums, 
ferns, and other spring plants.

Lay Lake draws hundreds 
from all parts of Alabama 


By Ed Blake 
Fish ae biting, the weather 


for boating is improving and 
the flow of traffic through 
Shelby County to Lay Lake is 
increasing every weekend, 
Reside.its along the highway 
from Columbiana to Shelby 
report the traffic is heavier 
now than ever before and 
nearly every car that passes is 
towing a boat or has a fishing 
pole dangling out the window. 


The drivers and occupants 
of the cars range from 
youngsters just big enough to 
hold a crappie pole to older 
women wearing sun bonnets. 

Bait shop operators are 
being aroused from the bed 
before daylight by fishermen 
anxious to buy a bucket of 
minnows and get started before 
the crowd arrives when the sun 
comes up. 


Where is the best spot to 
fish on Lay Lake? Local 
fishermen recommend just 
about any place along the lake. 
The dogwood trees are 
blooming and any old timer 
can tell you that the 
blossoming trees are a sure sign 
that crappie are running the 
banks. 

The bass are loaded with 


eggs and ready to give the 
fisherman a fierce battle. A few 
stripes are being caught and a 
few bream fishermen armed 
with willowy fly rods and 
popping bugs are trying to 
coax the bream to the surface. 


The hottest spots for 
crappie have been in 
Waxahatchie Creek, Coaggie 
Creek and Reid Creek flowing 
into Lay Lake near the 
Narrows. Several two pound 
black crappie are being caught 
also in Spring Creek, located 
just a few miles up stream from 
the Narrows. 


Bass fishing is being 
reported “best” in the Camp 
Okomo area and is especially 
booming around the old 
railroad bed, Lures that are 
producing include the Rebels, 
Thin Fins, Hot Spots, 
Hellbenders, white Shysters 
and white jigs. 

According to a survey 
conducted by Alabama Power 
Company, there were 471,930 
visitations to Lay Lake last 
year and the number of 
visitations this year is expected 
to be considerably greater. 

When Lay Lake is fully 
developed, more than two

million visitations per year are 
expected. Each visitor will 
spend approximately $4, 
according to the power 
company report. Seventy per 
cent of the visitors will spend 
the night and 30 per cent will 
spend the day only. 


Along Lay Lake’s 289 miles 
of shoreline, there are 13 
fishing camps, four private 
clubs, two golf courses, one 
church and three wildlife 
refuges. 

In the general vicinity of the 
lake, there are six motels and 
i3 trailer parks. As of last year, 
there were 389 cottages along 
the lake and 21 of the cottages 
were occupied by year-round 
residents, 

Lay Lake is the oldest 
Alabama Power Company 
impoundment in the state and 
is one of the least developed. 
The raising of the level of the 
lake in January, 1968, spurred 
additional construction along 
the lake and doubled the 
potential as a recreation area. 


With local support, the lake 
is expected to grow into a new 
$10 million business for Shelby 
County and other counties 
along Lay Lake. 
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Rel “= Local legislative bills 


, explained by Rep. Stubbs 


By Tom Stubbs, State Representative, Shelby County 


On the opening night of the Special Session last Tuesday, 
April first, which Governor Albert Brewer called to deal with 
the many problems of education, over one hundred bills were 
introduced in the House of Representatives, Some of the bills 
concerned methods of financing the additional needs for 
education, and others deal with administrative problems. 

Even though quite a lot has been said about the urban 
it appears that Governor Brewer’s 
recommendations and bills pushed on the floor by his 
legislative floor leaders will pass without too many changes. 

Most of these proposals have already been widely discussed 
in the daily press so I will mention a few of the bills about 
which not too much has been said. 

There is a bill pending which will increase retired teacher’s 
payments 10% up to the maximum of $400.00 and reduce the 


county opposition, 


retirement age to sixty. 


I introduced a bill to change the name of Alabama College 


The proposed budget for the next two years will provide an 
absolute increase for Alabama College of $258,556.00 and 
possibly another $107,185 providing *revenue holds up at the 
anticipated rate.

Columbiana apparently set 


A sweeping brush fire that 
destroyed one barn and 
endangered several dwellings 
and Columbiana’s business 
district for more than five 
hours Wednesday was 
apparently set intentionally, 
according to Columbiana Fire 
Chief Harold McCord, 

He said the fire was started 
at two kudzu fields located 
along old Highway 25 and 
charred more than 20 acres of 
fields and timberlands before 
the fire was extinguished across 
the street from the rear of 
Valley Mills. 

The fire destroyed a barn 
containing lumber at the rear 
of Mrs. Eloise Williams’ home 
on Highway 25.

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Optimism expressed 


for cancer victims 


An aura of hope pervades the American Cancer Society’s 
offices, No claims of miraculous cancer cures are being made - 
or even predicted. But, nonetheless, there is a distinct feeling 
the battle against the dread disease is slowly and surely being 
won, 

The reason for this hopeful feeling can be found in many 
areas, Last year, for example, the president was informed that 
the number of Americans alive and cured of cancer had grown 
to 1,500,000, a hundred thousand higher than the year before. 
To be considered cured of most types of cancer, a person must 
have been free from all evidence of the disease for five years 
after treatment. 

Discoveries of new drugs have helped in the fight against 
leukemia, cancer of the blood-forming tissues, These new 
drugs, together with more efficient utilization of earlier drugs, 
plus more specific techniques hie helped a number of 
leukemia patients live beyond five years. This progress has 
convinced some scientists that a cure for leukemia may be 
found sooner than for many other types of cancer. 

Other life-saving factors, the Society notes, are the 
increasing awareness by women of the value of the annual Pap 
test for uterine cancer and the slow but steady recognition by 
the public of the need for regular physical checkups. 

These are but a few of the hopeful factors today which 
surround the whole subject of cancer. Yet, the battle still has a 
long way to go. Research must be intertsified and carefully 
channeled, but there’s a glimmer of light in the horizon, And 
we recommend the American Cancer Society’s 1969 theme: 
“Help yourself with a checkup, and others with a check.”

Pastel flowers best for indoors

Steps taken to protect highways

We 
have only one, We would like 


to use “plant mix’’ in 
resurfacing, rather than the 
light) bituminous treutinents 


now used on most rouds, We 
have four fulltime mowing 
units for the cutting of the 
right of way, We need cipht 
such units. We lave one 
backhoe unit and need two, We 
do un inadequate job in 
maintaining unpaved rural 
rouds, We do not have the 
funds to resurface all of the 
miles of paved rouds presently 
in need of this attention, 
Monthly we reecive request for 
the construction of new roads, 
usually less than a mile in 
length, but we du not have the 
funds to expand the 
construction program beyond 
its present capabilities, Many 
miles of paved roads 
constructed two decades ago 
need upgrading to make them 
more safe for today’s higher 
truffic volume, Unsafe road 
situations including narrow or 
outdated bridges require our 
attention, but under present 
financial limitations it will take 
a long time to get around to 
these hazardous situations.

Superintendent of education 
to remain elected official

In the Alabama House of 
Representatives last week, 
most of Governor Brewer’s 
package of bills for education 
passed with good majorities 
and went to the Senate for 
their consideration. 


Bills were passed which 
increased revenue going into 
the Special Educational Trust 
Fund by about 40 million 
dollars. 

The educational budget bill 
for the next two years also 
passed the House. This budget 
provides about $750.00 per 
year increase in teachers’ pay

Perhaps enough has been 
said to help you form a 
judgment that the county road 
program is in serious distress 
unless additional revenue is 
provided, The Board of 
Revenue suggests to you that a 
one-cent county gasoline tax is 
the answer, Eleven Alabama 
counties presently collect such 
a tax. Based upon their 
experience, it is our judgment 
that a penny tax would provide 
$180,000 to $190,000 per 
year. 

True, this would not replace 
the quarter of a million dollar 
loss of revenue that we 
experienced in 1967, but from 
it we would have the means to 
more adequately maintain our 
roads and to upgrade our 
construction program. 

We ask that you look ahead, 
consider what the tax will cost 
you, and consider the 
consequences to the road 
program if the County 
Highway Department doesn’t 
get more money. 

If one drives 12,000 miles 
per year and buys the gas in 
Shelby County the one-cent 


per gallon will cost about 
$8.00 per year, or about 66 
cents per month, The new 
revenue would enable us to 
match state and federal funds 
that might be available on a 
three to one basis. Thus in 
some instances the penny you 
pay would be matched by 3 
cents from without the county. 

Without the additional 
revenue it is the judgment of 
the Board that our net work of 
county roads will decline in 
quality, quickly. Paved roads 
(and we have 496 miles of 
county paved roads) have to be 
patched constantly. They have 
to be resurfaced periodically. 
Without resurfacing and 
patching they become rough to 
the point that damage is 
caused, particularly to tires, 
shock abosrbers, shackles, 
wheel alignment, and wheel 
balance. 

We know that this year we 
will not do an adequate job of 
patching. We have a number of 
miles of roads that now need 
resurfacing, but funds are not 
available. We will not get the 
job done in 1969, It is our 
thought that a poorly 
maintained system of paved

Indicating that he acted on this consensus of opinion, he 
introduced an amendment which passed the House, exempting 
this county from the provisions of Governor Brewer’s 
education bill, which seeks to make the posts appointive in 
every county. (House Bill 53). 

HOWEVER, a check with the Clerk’s office in the State 
Capitol in Montgomery, reveals that Stubbs introduced this 
legislation on April 9 and it was passed on April 9, 

Why did he go through the empty gesture of asking for 
public opinion, when his decision was already made?

Summer jobs hard to find 
for students applying late 


Students who delay in 
applying for summer jobs 
could be among the more than 
700,000 throughout the nation 
who may not get vacation 
employment this year, reports 
Richard L. Holmes, director of 
the Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations. 


Holmes went on to say 
“many students start the job 
hunt before the Christmas 
holiday and those who delay 
beyond the Spring vacation 
period find the better jobs 
picked over.” 


An estimated 3.7 million 
young students will enter the 
labor market in this country in 
1969. Of this total, almost 2.1 
million will be looking for 
summer jobs and about one 
million will be high school and 
college graduates looking for 
permanent employment. 


In Alabama, Holmes noted, 
more than 50,000 students will 
enter the labor market this 
Spring, and a majority of these 
young people will be interested 
in vacation employment. 
About 17,000 will be unable to 
find jobs unless more intensive 
effort is made to help these 
students. 

‘“*The Department of 
Industrial Relations, through 
its employment service and in 
cooperation with other public 
and private activities will make 
every effort to bring students 
and jobs together,” Holmes 
states, “nevertheless, young

people who postpone their job 
hunt until late Spring may miss 
out on some of the more 
attractive jobs.” 


Holmes listed some 
employers who hire early as 
service industries such as hotels 
and resorts who cater to 
vacationers, government 
agencies at all levels who are 
actively interested in summer 
employment of young people, 
certain retail trade houses, 
construction and other 
outdoor industries which add 
many additional workers 
during the peak summer 
periods and many recreational 
service ‘ndustries. 


“Usually the student who 
has the easiest time getting a 
job is the one who works for 
the same employer each 
summer,” Holmes added, “but 
to the new job seeker, a good 
place to start is the local state 
employment service office or 
youth opportunity center, and 
by all means start early and 
make a sincere effort to find a 
job suitable to your likes and 
abilities.”

McDanal said, “a measurement 
service is available through the 
county ASCS office. And now 
is a good time to apply for the 
service. Once your acreage has 
been staked off by an ASCS 
reporter, compliance will be 
assured if you abide by the 
staked areas.” 

If a producer requests 
measurement service and the 
service discloses that he has 
already p!.nted more than the 
permitted acreage or is 
deficient of diverted acreage,

On 
the other hand, producers will 
not be able to change their 
certifications if the farm is spot 
checked and the acreage is 
found to be in error. Errors in 
reporting can result in loss of 
all or a substantial part of 
payments otherwise earned. 

*“Guessing about acreages 
can be costly,” Mr. McDanal 
said, “and no one should lose 
money, either through 
overplanting or underplanting. 
The ASCS office stands ready 
to provide information about 
their measurement service and 
to explain other details of the 
farm programs.” 

Request measurement 
service at the county ASCS 
office. The charge of a typical 
farm is quite modest.

white flowering plum, 
flowering crab apples, and 
indescribably lavish pink 
Japanese weeping cherry trees. 
The pink dogwoods are 
plentiful and spectacular 
against the background of the 
abundant white dogwoods and 
dark evergreens. 

Perfectly groomed lawns set 
the stage for rows of upturned 
parasols of startlingly colored 
tulips and white late narcissus 
.... the tulips so stately and 
the narcissus like fluffy, 
fragrant feathers growing 
nearby. The trumpet daffodils 
are gone. Kitten-faced pansies 
bloom close to the ground. 

There are handsome 
wrought iron mailbox stands 
supporting masses of yellow 
jasmine vines, common to our 
region. Fluffy wistaria’s 
bouffant lavender blossoms are 
at their peak growing to the 
tops of trees and along fences, 

In an earlier garden, I grew 
wistaria in pure white and in a 
delicate pink shade, but this 
year I have seen only the 
lavender and the purple 
bi-color. The leaves hardly 
show beneath the blossoms and 
the strong, graceful tendrils are 
barely visible from a distance. 
There are tree wistarias pruned 
into graceful fountain shapes in 
gardens, 

Gardeners have brought 
azaleas from Mobile and 
transplanted them here in such 
abundance that it’s a wonder 
there are any left in South 
Alabama. The showiest here is 
the Hinodegiri, a spectacular 
shade of red which makes its 
best display against a hardy 
double snow white. 

I saw one home on a broad, 
rocky hillside setting with a 
solid bank of pink Coral Bells 
azaleas, hundreds of them, 
spilling and tumbling down to 
the lawn where they could be

viewed by all passers-by. These 
azalias were all of one variety 
and one color, a deep shell 
pink, with double 
trumpetshaped blossoms. This 
variety is particularly hardy in 
this region and long lived. 

William Wordsworth said, 
“And ’tis my faith that every 
flower enjoys the air it 
breathes,” 

Have you noticed that the 
earliest spring blossoms are 
only faintly fragrant? They 
have a fresh, pleasant spring 
scent, but the heavier 
fragrances appear as the 
weather becomes warmer in 
May and June. There are 
certain exceptions: narcissus, 
winter honeysuckle, lilacs, and 
hyacinths, Hyacinths are said 
to be food for the soul. a 

The scent of lilacs blooming 
now is without peer to my own 
taste. Sweet shrubs are 
blooming. When the sun shines 
on them, they fill the breeze 
with their spicy odor. Soon 
there will bloom the native 
fringe trees, called many 
names, including grandsire 
greybeard. Its fine-cut, creamy 
white blossoms have a light, 
very pleasant airy scent, 

Later in May and June 
magnolias, roses, and gardenias 
will enrich the garden with 
their beauty and heavy 
fragrance. Sweet bays in the 
woods and swamps will be a 
challenge to seek out. Sweet 
bay’s creamy blooms are small 
and reminiscent of ripe 
bananas. 

The early blooming 
deciduous magnolias have 
almost finished their blooming 
season, Their flowers come 
before the foliage. The pink 
tulipshaped blossoming one is 
mildly fragrant, but often gets 
nipped by frosts. The later 
purple magnolias are only 
slightly fragrant. These 
varieties are hardy in our area 
and bloom in March and April, 
The wild cucumber magnolia 
grows near streams and blooms 
a little later on. 

Along the rivers and streams 
and rocky hillsides of our 
county you can see the first 
blue phlox, bird’s foot violets, 
and the wild azalias which are 
sometimes called pink 
honeysuckle, because of their 
fragrance and bloom form. 
They are beginning to open, 
The later May blooming native 
wild azalia is creamy white 
with a touch of yellow and is 
even more fragrant. 

The wild Mountain Laurel 
has little fragrance. It was 


formerly more abundant in 
Alabama and should be used 
more in home landscaping for 
its handsome pinxter blooms 
and deep evergreen foliage. It’s 
botanical name is Kalmia, for a

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Free garbage pickup 


begins in Alabaster 


Free garbage pickup will go 
into effect May 1 at homes in 
Alabaster. 

The town governing body 
has contracted with E. C. 
Coston to provide the service 
twice weekly at residences and 
three times weekly at business 
establishments. according to 
Councilman Lynder Henry, 
Chairman of the town’s 
Sanitation and Recreation 
Committee. 

On the same date a one per 


cent city tax on retail sales will 
take effect and the tax on gross 
receipts will be removed. 

The moves are intended to 
help the town better meet the 
needs of Alabaster’s expanding 
population, Henry said. 
Residents have been paying 
$2.00 per month for garbage 
collection. 

The garbage will be picked 
up in a 20 ton packer truck 
and disposed of at the county 
sanitary landfill at Calera. 


Under the town contract, 
garbage will be emptied into 
the truck and the cans put 
back on the homeowner’s 
property. Residents are asked 
to use the standard 20-gallon 
garbage can. 


Alabaster will become the 
second municipality in the 
county to collect a one pei 
cent sales tax. Columbian: 
took this step over two year:

County’s municipal officials 
attend league’s Mobile meet 


Mayors, councilmen and 
city clerks from several Shelby 
County cities attended the 
annual meeting of the Alabama 
League of Municipalities in 
Mobile this week. 


At the Monday evening 
banquet they heard themselves 
called “the most overworked, 
underpaid and least 
appreciated” elected officials 
in the country by Floyd Hyde. 
Hyde is President Nixon’s 
assistant secretary for Model 
Cities and governmental 


relations in the Department of 
Hausing and Urban 
Development. He is a former 
mayor of Fresno, California. 


The keynote address was 
given Monday morning by 
Beverly Briley, mayor of 
Nashville and President of the 
National League of Cities. He 
described municipal 
government as the “grassroots 
of all government, including 
state and federal”. He said that 
it is through city governments 
that people maintain their 


liaison with state and federa) 
governments. 


Separate sessions were 
devoted to the problems facing 
municipalities, particularly the 
public’s demands for increased 
services.

Uniform gasoline tax discussed 


By Judge Conrad Fowler 

For several weeks you have 
received explanation as to the 
operation of the County 
Highway Department, the 
problems confronting the 
department due to the annual 
loss of $250,000 in revenue; 
and last week, a request that 
you consider a l-cent 
county-wide gas tax so that 
the Board of Revenue may 
continue to maintain and 
improve the county road net, 
Here is another aspect worthy 
of mention. 

The Alabama Petroleum 
Council and related 
organizations have proposed 
that a 1% cent tax on gas be 
adopted that would replace all 
local gasoline tax presently 
collected by 11 counties and 
248 cities in Alabama. We 
have a 4-cent federal gasoline 
tax and a 7-cent state tax. 
Thus, this proposal would 
standardize all gasoline taxes 
throughout Alabama at a total 
of 12%-cents. They report 
that all states except Alabama, 
Florida, Hawaii, and 
Mississippi, have enacted such 
uniform gasoline tax 
legislation. There are 
advantages in such uniformity 
to the motorist, the retailers, 
the distributors, and the oil 
companies, Those of us in 
county government, 
particularly in counties of 
under 50,000 population, have 
one serious concern. Will the

uniform local gas tax provide 
adequate revenue for the 
counties? 

We believe that 85% of the 
truck traffic in Alabama 
moves on county farm-to- 
market roads or state and 
federal highways. We believe 
that truck traffic is the largest 
single factor contributing to 
the cost of maintaining 
highways. A formula for the 
distribution of the 1%-cent 
uniform local gas tax should 
recognize that it is more 
expensive to maintain a 
county road system traveled 
by heavily loaded vehicles 
than to maintain city streets 
traveled principally by 
automobiles. Please bear in 
mind that those city streets 
that are a part of the county 
farm-to-market system are 
maintained by the county; not 
the city. Those responsible for 
preparing the uniform local 
gas tax legislation should keep 
this in mind, 

Neither these remarks nor 
our truck weighing program 
should be construed as 
criticism directed at the 


truckers. We are aware of the, 


necessary and important role 
played by the trucking 
industry in the economy of 
our county, The Board has 
sought to regulate the use of 
county roads within the laws 
of the State of Alabama to 
insure that Shelby County 
roads, bought and paid for,

Last week the Editor of the 
Shelby County Reporter chose 
to attack my motives in an 
article headed “Stubbs Locks 
Gate Before Horse Arrives”. 

I had put a ballot in the 
previous week’s issue asking 
people to advise me as to how 
they felt on the issue of giving 
up the elected office of County 
Superintendent of Education 
and making this office 
appointed by the School 
Board, This bill was before the 
legislature for consideration 
_and I wanted to know how the 
people felt. 

The editor of this paper 
stated that I went through an 
empty gesture of asking for 
public opinion when my 
decision was already made. 
This is not so, and she could 
have easily found this out if 
she had merely gone to the 
trouble to ‘phone me. 

The bill did come up for a 
vote much sooner than was 
expected and in fact, on the 
same day the newspaper was 
delivered. However, I had 
already asked the opinion of 
people in every section of 
Shelby County and found that 
the sentiment was 
overwhelmingly in favor of not 
taking this elected office away 
from the people. The response 
to my newspaper ballot has 
confirmed what the people had 
told me before I entered my 
ammendment. 

Another thing the editor 
could have found out had she 
bothered to "phone me was 
that my amendment to the 
bill in the House is not final 
and I can easily ask our 
Senator not to adopt this 
amendment. The bill still has 
not passed the Senate and 
something can still be done to

Dear Sirs: 

The appointment of the 
county superintendent of 
education was one of the 
recommendations of the 
governor’s education study 
commission. The reasoning 
behind this recommended 
change was to eliminate this 
office from politics and have it 
filled on the basis of 
professional qualifications. The 
elected county board would 
employ a superintendent best 
qualified for the job. Under 
our present system of electing 
a superintendent, he has to 
spend part of his time 
campaigning for re-election and 
is subjected to making 
decisions under a certain 
amount of political pressure. 
The education commission felt 
that he could make policy

recommendations and building 
expenditure decisions on a 
sounder basis if free from 
political influences, 


During the next several 
years our school systems will 
be undergoing drastic changes. 
If our public school system is 
to survive, the public will have 
to become more aware of its 
needs, and aware of what is 
going on within the school 
systems.

Better Use of Knowledge 

Essentially, nutritionists don't 
see so much “new” in nutrition 
for older people. Instead, it is 
believed we must make better use 
of knowledge we already possess 
to keep aging bodies “tuned up,” 
so to speak, It’s a little like keep- 
ing your automobile in tune to 
prolong its life and to promote 
its smoother operation. 

There is, of course, newer 
knowledge of nutrition, especially 
the information we now have of 
amino acids, and the basic re- 
search that is being done in gene- 
tics, This knowledge offers op. 
portunities to help conserve the 
body during earlier life and thus 
approach later years in better 
condition 


Information Limited 


But the information is still 
limited and we should be careful 
not to be taken in by charlatans 
and medical quacks who may at- 
tempt to use bits of the informa- 
tion to falsely convince people 
that a “fountain of youth" has 
been discovered. People who 
make poor adjustments to inevit- 
able aging are prone to be so 
taken in 

But there are specifics, good 
advice for both the elderly and 
all of us who will eventually 
reach old age

people with defective teeth, or 
none, are limited in their ap. 
proach to a normal diet, They 
may also be too poor to afford a 
good diet, and too independent to 
ask for help. They may live alone 
and be unable or unwilling to go 
to the trouble to prepare good 
meals. They may suffer from di- 
gestive disturbances, And finally, 
older people may still harbor 
long-established habit patterns or 
prejudices that promote poor die- 
tetic habits. 


Main Thing to Remember 


The main thing for older peo. 
ple to remember is that they 
need the same kind of good 
nourishment that we all do, 
though they probably will be best 
off with smaller portions and per- 
haps smaller but more frequent 
meals. The same foods that bene- 
fit youth and growth promote the 
kind of upkeep and repair that 
older people need, So, unless a 
physician has prescribed other- 
wise for specific ailments, if there 
are older folks in your family 
urge them to practice the bal- 
anced nutrition and eating of a 
wide variety of foods that you 
and your family already enjoy. 

Milk and its products, meat, 
poultry, eggs, fruits and vege- 
tables, whole grain or enriched 
breads and cereals are the foods 
we are talking about. And these 
should be consumed at a calorie 
level that keeps people at the 
right weight, just enough and 
not too much.

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Plant ice cubes, watch parsley grow in your garden 


By Thelma L. Dearing 

Herbs in the kitchen garden 
are great favorites because they 
are refreshingly flavorful, crisp, 
and green, fragrant, 
challenging, wrapped in 
folklore and mystery. 

If you have a plot the size 
of a child’s sandpile situated in 
the sun, plant a half dozen 
culinary herbs for a starter. 

Now is the time. . Freeze 
parsley seeds in your ice cube 
trays to soften the seeds, just a 
few to each cube. Each seed 
will need space to grow. After 
a few days in the freezer, plant 
the ice cubes evenly around the 
edge of your plot for a border, 
Be sure it’s in the sun, Plant 
sweet basil seeds inside the 


border of parsley. Use one or 
two dwarf Tiny Tim or other 
small salad tomato plants for 
interesting summer salads. 
(They’re easier to grow than 
regular tomatoes.) 

Add a few ornamental 
pepper plants for color, and 
Viola! There you have the 
beginnings of an _ intrigueing 
ornamental herb garden. Later, 
if the idea appeals to you, add 
some sweet marjoram and 
oregano seeds, some chive 
seeds, and a rosemary plant. 

Oregano means “Joy of the 
mountains’’ and rosemary 
means “Dew of the Sea”. 
Every herb has a romantic 
legend behind it. 

If your garden is really in an 


abandoned sand box, you will 
be assured, good drainage, Well 
drained soil is a requisite for 
most all plants. A herb border 
planted in a circle around a 
bird bath would be interesting 
with low-growing chives and 
creeping thyme. It’s nice, to 
have the garden near the 
kitchen since the plants are to 
be used in cooking. 

Just ordinary soil and a 
minimum of fertilizer on the 
alkaline side--lime, and a little 
8-8-8 would be fine. Some 
sandy loam would be excellent, 
but herbs will grow in common 
soil and thrive in gravel. They 
don’t need much care. Just pull 
out any stray weeds that show 
up. You can always distinguish

Those great big, vigorous, 
healthy ones are weeds! The 
puny, tender, dainty leaflets 
are the seedlings. 

Seriously though, the plants 
I mentioned are sturdy and will 
be happy growing for you. 
You'll have fun snipping 
parsely to dress up your food 
platters and pretty salads, and 
the basil, marjoram, and chives 
will be an ever-present joy for 
that sour cream dressing and 
little tender green beans, 
tomatoes, and new potatoes. In 
using herbs you just snip a bit 
here and a bit there, leaving the 
plant to grow and produce 
more and more leaves for your 
use, 

You may put a few dwarf 
nasturtiums in the herb bed for 
color, or one or two dwarf 
marigolds, but don’t let them 
crowd the herbs. A few tender 
nasturtium leaves may be 
added to your salads and the 
blossoms make a pretty 
centerpiece. 

I predict you'll be proud of 
this tiny patch of culinary 
herbs. It will be small enough 
for you to care for alone. It 
will need no poisons, dusts, or 
sprays. If aphids get on the 
nasturtiums, hose them off! If 
that doesn’t work, banish the 
nasturtiums. Herbs are not 
usually bothered by insects. 

After you see how 


worthwhile and pretty this 
little garden is, you'll want to 
get a herb cookbook and herb 
garden book from the library 
to learn more about the 
glamorous art of cooking with 
herbs -- an entirely different 
experience from using dried or 


powdered herbs that come ina 
jar. I’ve had more fun with 
herbs than anyting I have ever 
grown. Herb gardening is one 
of the few hobbies that cost 
only a few cents and it will give 
immeasurable year-round joy 
to your family and friends,

The resolution adopted by 
the oilmen pointed out that 
the residents of Shelby 
County would be the largest 
contributors should a county 
gasoline tax be enacted. 
**Outsiders’’, stated the 


resolution, “can buy their 
gasoline in those neighboring 
counties that have no tax”, 
not only evading the tax but 
boosting the sales in 
neighboring counties.” 

The resolution further 
stated that Alabama is one of 
only four states that have 
local county and city gusoline 
taxes, Only 18 counties, 
nationally, impose county 
taxes and I] of these are in 


Alabama. 
The enactment of a 
Uniform Gasoline Tax, 


according to Tidmore, would 
equalize, gasoline taxes 
state-wide and provide needed 
revenue to finance road 
building and maintenance in 
Alabama’s cities and counties.

Appointing superintendent would up-date system 


One of the truly magnificent aspects of this nation’s 
governmental structure is the built-in potential for change. 

This inherent flexibility, provided for by our 
founding fathers has given democracy a resilient, vibrant 
quality. It has kept democracy alive and strong. 

The ability to adapt to changing times, to take 
advantage of new ideas and to discard outmoded methods 
and procedures is one of Democracy’s greatest assets. 

Another tried and true aspect of our government is 
the system of electing laymen to policy making bodies, 
Obvious examples include the direct election, by the 
poeple, of members of Congress, members of state 
legislatures and members of various boards including state 
and county boards of education, 

Another advantage of our system of government is 
the power of appointment granted to these boards, the 
appointment of experts or professionally qualified persons 
to carry out the broad policy of the board itself. 

Governmental practice in this instance makes it 
possible for legislatures, Congress and various boards to 
directly reflect the wishes of the electorate by 
formulating general policy, The implementation of this 
general policy is then delegated to an expert, a 
professional, one, who by education, training and 
experience has demonstrated administrative and technical

Blooming at a slightly 
different date from the early 
white, you will occasionally see 
on mail box posts and in 
gardens hybrid pink Clematis, a 
soft lavender, a crimson, a soft 
blue one, and a deep purple. 


The Clematis are hardy and 
have few special requirements. 
These are listed in the catalogs. 
My vine has about eighteen or 


twenty balloon-shaped white 
buds now opening. It climbs 
seven or eight feet high on a 
fan-shaped trellis with its roots 
shaded by a large rock and a 
low-growing ivy vine. Part of 
the afternoon sun in summer is 
shaded out by a varnish tree 
which does not put forth leaves 
until after the Clematis has 
bloomed, but the vine gets 
morning sun unrestricted 
spring and summer. My plant is 


three or four years old and 
might have had even more 
numerous blooms had I 
pampered it a bit with 
fertilizer, and a little less 
competition from other plants 
near the roots, It has not 
required any poisonous sprays, 
so far. 


There is also a very prolific 
blooming late summer Clematis 
which is very fragrant. Most 


gardeners know this plant, The 
white flowers are small, grow 
in clusters, and completely 
cover the spreading plant. They 
make very graceful cut flowers 
mixed with roses for party 
tables. This common variety 
can be found all over the 
County growing on fences, 
shrubs, porches, and even in 
trees, It is easily grown and a 
plant can usually be obtained 
from a friend, One of its names

Mr. and Mrs, J. K, Whitfield 
have converted the pavilion at 
Butler Springs into a 
manufacturing plant where this 
top priority item is produced, 

Thirty-eight women 
employees, all from within a 
14 mile radius of Vincent, 
manufacture 15,000 carriers 
per week, according to Mrs. 
Whitfield. 

The carriers are 


cut from 


nylon duck material and sewn. 
Plastic fasteners and holders 
are then attached according to 
government specifications. 
They are packed in waterproof 
cardboard boxes and shipped 
by trailer truck to Texas where 
they are flown to Vietnam. 
The cartons bear addresses 
such as Da Nang, Saigon, Cam 
Ranh Bay, Qui Nhon and 
Long Binh, Vietnam. 


The carriers serve as sheaths 
for a collapsible intrenching 
tool which can be used as a 
shovel, pick or swing blade, 
Nylon duck cloth has been 
substituted for the old cotton 
duck which will rot in tropical 
areas. All hardware on the 


carriers 18 corrosion resistant, 
The Whitficlds moved to 
Shelby County from 
Birmingham lust July and 
began production of the 
intrenching tool carrier last 
September. In their 
Birmingham plant they 
manufactured automobile seat 
covers and filled small 
government contracts. 


Mr. Whitfield makes the 
patterns and does the 
engineering, Mrs. Whitfield 


supervises the production and 
is secretary-treasurer of the 
company, 

The company’s payroll 
during the first quarter of this 
year totaled over $23,000.

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Almanaes inspire gardeners

Next best to reading and 
digesting seed catalogs and 
colorfuily illustrated garden 
magazines, gardeners love 
poring over The Almanac. 
Reading these publications 
doesn’t assure a good garden, 
but can provide inspiration. 
You'll find you must still flex 
those muscles, stoop and kneel, 
heft shovels of soil, load and 
push the wheelbarrow, lay out 
garden rows, drop in seeds at 
the right time, water, fertilize 
and pamper the plants, and 
then do battle with weeds, 
bugs, worms, aphids... you 
know. Hard work. But it’s fun!

Still more inspiration may 
be acquired from othe: 
gardeners. This is a fine time to 
see what’s growing in your own 
community, and to take notice 
of and identify the unusual and 
different plants found growing 
in public parks and private 
gardens elsewhere. 

Seen in Mr, Haywood’s 
garden near Calera was a 
perfect stand of specimen 
foxgloves in full bloom, all 
facing one direction. Perhaps 
you planted seeds out of doors 
last summer and yours may be 
blooming too. The foxgloves 
open like gladioli, from the 
bottom and up to the tip of 


the stem. If left standing they 
make a lovely display 
producing more stems of 
blooms as the first ones fade. If 
cut, the flowers last well 
indoors, making graceful lines 
and soft colors for 
arrangements. Fresh seeds 
germinate will in warm ground 
and cold winter weather 
seldom kills plants, 

In this same garden a long 
row of full grown chives are in 
flower, hundreds of blossoms, 
tall, stiff and erect. They will 
produce seeds if the blooms are 
left on and will then go 
dormant. They should be 
divided and reset. Each 
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miniature onion will make a 
clump of plants by fall. 

Iris gardens are at their peak 
of bloom. I have dwarf Chinese 
Tectorum iris in bloom which 
are very dainty. They bloom in 
only two colors, speckled dark 
or light blue, and a pure, pure 
white. Unlike the German iris, 
Chinese iris set seeds without 
hand pollination and make a 
nice colony of dwarf iris plants 
to use for border edging. They 
are hardy and require little 
care. They tolerate partial 
shade. Siberian and Dutch iris 
are also blooming now. 
Japanese bog iris bloom a bit 
later. The idea of flowers 
having different geographic 
origins always intrigues me. 

Columbines are blooming 
everywhere, many are 
volunteer plants or seedlings. 
Mine are the old fashioned 
kinds, like double hooped 
petticoats in rose, blue, and 
deep purple. The native 
columbine that grows along the 
river banks is gold and red 
bi-color. One of the most 
beautiful columbines I’ve ever 
seen is a long-spurred hybrid 
pure white. It is perfect for 
cutting to use with roses, 
larkspur and daisies. I’ve never 
grown this one. 


Climbing roses are blooming 
on fences and in gardens 
everywhere. The old fashioned 
climbing American Beauty is 
sentimentally fragrant. Dawn 
(pink), Paul’s Scarlet, and 
Blaze, are bright and showy, 
but I like my roses to smell like 
roses, An old Cecile Bruner 
sweetheart climber has twined 
about a gnarled backyard oak 
tree. Its delicate tea scent is as 
attractive as its dainty buds. 
Now, if I had some little blue 
forget-me-nots and baby’s 
breath, I'd make a miniature 
colonial bouquet or “‘tussie 
mussie”. 

I’ve seen Oriental peonies 
blooming in rows this week, 
the single anemone types 
opening first. The doubles take 
a little longer to unfold. 
Peonies are hardy, live for 
many years, and bloom better 
year after year. 

There is a hybrid golden 
yellow deciduous azalea 
blooming in the garden of Mr. 
and Mrs. Elu Phillips on 
Valleydale Road. The blossoms 
look like a heavily textured 
wild azalea, with blooms 
appearing in great clusters 
before the foliage, making a 
blaze of color in its setting of 
deep shade, under virgin pine 
trees, 

Back to The Almanac. It 
seems this is the time for many 
activities in the homegrounds. 
Some of them I’ve noted. (To 
be cont’d).

The OEO, from its contact 
with low-income people, often 
recommends persons who 
could benefit from entering the 
feeder pig business. 

Oland Smith told the 
Reporter that feeder pigs are 
ideal for older or 
semi-handicapped people, as a 
source of additional income. 
Only at farrowing time do the 
pigs require full-time attention. 
Two litters are usually planned 
per year. 

Extension Agent W.M. 
Clark points out that the 


average litter in the state is 8.6 
pigs, but Shelby County strives 
for a figure of 10. A profit of 
. about $100 per brood sow per 
year is the average, Clark said, 
Another reason the program is 
ideal for Shelby County 
residents, according to Clark is 
that Central Alabama is 
deficient in hog production 
and the market remains good, 
Pigs are marketed at about 
eight weeks or SO pounds 
through the Sale Shed in 
Clanton. 

The program is definitely 
not a ‘‘give-away”, county 
officials stress. Farmers have to 
put in time and work to carry 
out the program. Those who 
drop out after starting the 
program must refund any 
money they have borrowed.

Colors add a bright and 
decorative touch to the home, 
but they can also help us to 
prevent accidents. 

Industry, schools, and 
hospitals have long made use of 
color for accident prevention 
purposes. You may want to 
adapt the following suggestions 
for a safer environment in your 
home. 

Splashes of color behind 
shelves in the medicine chest 
may be effective in preventing 
accidental poisonings. Yellow 
behind the top shelf can alert 
the family~ that medicines in 
that section are to be taken 
internally. Paint the middle 
section red and store medicines 
for external use on those 
shelves. Use a bright blue 
behind the bottom shelves and 
store toiletries in that section. 

If shelves and drawers in 
children’s furniture are painted 
different colors, it makes it 
easier for youngsters to be 
neat. One color may identify 
space for books and games .. . 
another, toys ... and a third, 
hobby material. The clutter of 
toys left lying around is a 
primary cause of falls. 

Basement stairs, the scene 
of many accidents, may be 
made safer if handrails and top 
and bottom steps are painted a 
color different from that of the 
staircase. Strips of colored tape 
may also be used. Stairways 
should always be well lighted, 

Strips of bright colored 
adhesive-type tape may be 
fashioned into attractive 
designes on sliding glass doors 
so that it is clearly evident 
when these panels are shut. 
Each year, many serious 
injuries result from such 
accidents.

Bright colors 
can prevent

Colors add a bright and 
8 decorative touch to the home, 
but they can also help us to 
prevent accidents. 

Industry, schools, and 
hospitals have long made use of 
color for accident prevention 
purposes. You may want to 
adapt the following suggestions 
for a safer environment in your 
home. 

Splashes of color behind 
shelves in the medicine chest 
) may be effective in preventing 
accidental poisonings. Yellow 
behind the top shelf can alert 
the family- that medicines in 
that section are to be taken 
internally. Paint the middle 
section red and store medicines 
for external use on those 
shelves. Use a bright blue 
behind the bottom shelves and 
store toiletries in that section. 

If shelves and drawers in 
children’s furniture are painted 
different colors, it makes it 
easier for youngsters to be 
neat. One color may identify 
space for books and games ...

A new trade and technical 
high school is in the offing for 
Shelby County. 


J. F. Ingram, Director of the 
Division of Vocational 
Education of the State 
Department of Education, said 
in an interview with the 
Reporter this week that the 
county qualified for the school 
on the basis of its secondary 
school population and the local 
need for manpower, 


Location of the school will 
be determined by the county 
Board of Education, with site 
approval by the State 
Department of Education. 

The county has not yet filed 
a formal application for the 
school with the State 
Education Department but it is 
known that at least two towns 
are already competing for the 
school’s location. 

When the county files, it 
must submit figures on

employment opportunities and 
show that there would be an 
adequate enrollment. and 
interest on the part of 
students. Since Shelby County 
is considered part of the 
“greater Birmingham” area, it 
should have no trouble proving 
there are adequate 
employment opportunities, 
Ingram said. 


Basic considerations for 
location include a_ suitable 
terrain, nearness to the 
population center and “within 
access to any high school in the 
county”, according to Ingram. 


Ingram said that 20 such 
schools are in operation now in 
Alabama, five are under 
construction, five are being 
funded and 15 other counties 


including Shelby are interested 


in establishing trade schools. 


The schools offer courses in 
“any occupation that requires 
formal training”, Ingram said, 
noting that auto mechanics,

sheet metal work, secretarial 
work and bookkeeping are 
among the popular courses 
aught, 

A student would spend half 
the day in the trade school and 
half the day in his own high 
school to fulfill requirements 
for graduation, The program is 
aimed at 11th and 12th grade 
students primarily, but 9th and 
10th graders may attend under 
certain conditions. 

Land purchase, 
construction, and initial 
equipment are handled by the 
counties with federal aid and 
state cooperation, Since Shelby 
is in the Appalachian counties, 
it might be possible for federal 
funds to pay up to 80 per cent 
of these costs, Ingram 
indicated, 

After construction the state 
reimburses the counties for the 
salaries of the surpervisor and 
the teachers. The trade schools 
are administered locally by the 
county school boards.

Much use has been made of 
the buildings by different 
organizations; namely, the 
local W.S.C.S., Crafter’s Club; 
and Cub Scouts. The buildings 
have been used approximately 
80 per cent of the days since 
becoming a civic center. 


Both men and women's 
basketball teams were formed 
and several games were played 
weekly. Square dances are 
being held weekly and several 
teen dances have also been 
given.

formed. The civic center will 
sponsor a six team men’s slow 
pitch softball league this 
summer which is to begin May 
17th - - Dedication Day for the 
new field.

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Almanac recommends tasks to be done in garden

According to ‘‘The 
Almanac”, there are many 
tasks to be done now: 

Apply fertilizer high in 
phosphate to rose beds and 
flower borders, Use a light 
hand. Apply more later. Keep

Spray or dust roses every 
ten days before insect damage 
occurs, The easiest way I have 
found to spray a few roses is to 
use a watering can and an all 
ourpose concentrated liquid 
rose spray, diluted according to 
directions. A dousing every ten 
days is a simple task. Apply 
after a rain, 

Tag and label iris as they 
bloom. Mark ones to be reset, 

Water, fertilize, and stake 
peonies and tall lilies.

(I’ve just discovered 
dozens of small, red, fuzzy 
peaches growing on my red leaf 
plum tree which has bloomed 
several times, but has never 
borne fruit. Now that I think 
of it, the leaves do look more 
like peach than plum leaves!) 


Prepare a small rooting bed 
and try your hand at rooting 
cuttings of plants that appeal 
to you. It should be placed in a 
moist, shady spot out of the 
way. Add sharp sand, leaf 
mold, and peat moss. Place 
cuttings now of boxwoods, 
flowering shrubs, and choice 
plants. Mulch well. 

Use lime around fig trees, 
lilacs and clematis, cultivating 


it into the top of ground. New | 


clematis plants should be set 
two inches or more below 
ground level. 


Plant flowering dogwoods, 
magnolias, hawthorns, 
mountain laurels, sweet shrubs, 
and Japanese snowballs. Keep 
well watered. 

Set out new shasta daisies, 
Divide old plants. Disbud to 
make flowers large. 


Plant annual flower seeds | 
directly in ground. Shade with | 


For cutworms, use rotenone 
or pyrethrum once a week, 
This material must be fresh the 
current season. It is less 
dangerous to use near food 
crops than the more potent 
poisons, 

Candytuft may be sheared 
after its first blooming and will 
bloom again if not allowed to 
go to seed. 

Plant gourds near a fence or 
post. I once grew a large 


pumpkin after planting gourds 
only. The vine grew up the side 
of my garden house. It just 
appeared and produced one 
fine fruit, a pumpkin larger 
than a basketball. It had to be 
supported by a sling of braided 
hemp. It provided a lot of 
curious comment’ clinging to 
the side of the buitding as it 
did.

Promotion of cotton 
financed by farmers 


The Cotton Producers Institute is spending $6.7 million to 
promote cotton products during 1969. The campaign is being 
financed through $1 per bale collections from growers under 
the Cotton Research and Promotion Act. 

Nearly $5 million of the promotion budget is allocated for 
advertising in newspapers and magazines. A substantial part of 
this will be matched by the manufacturers of the cotton 
products advertised and by cooperating stores stocking this 
merchandise. This is the approach man-made fiber companies 
have been using to buy markets and one cotton has badly 
needed, 

Cooperative promotions with leading retail chains, libraries 
where designers and buyers can look at thousands of cotton 
fabrics, shows at press-fashion weeks, work with converters 
and manufacturers in developing cotton fabrics and apparel, 
sales events in big shopping centers, indoctrination of store 
personnel in cotton’s versatility and value, and televised 
all-cotton fashion shows also are on the schedule. 

Insects, bad weather, and constantly rising costs continue 
to plague the cotton farmer, but the competition of man-made 
fibers is the biggest threat to his survival. If he loses his 
markets, he can forget about producing cotton. 

The cotton farmer’s businesslike response to competition - - 
as evidenced by this aggressive program for 1969 - - indicates 
he is determined to fight for these markets. More power to 
him.

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County teaching ranks 
cut by 12 next year

A cutback of 12 teachers in 
the county school system is 
anticipated for the next school 
year. 

Superintendent Elvin Hill 
has advised school principals 
that the “major fraction” will 
no longer be credited in 
assigning teachers, 


This will probably mean 
tha! the (wo-teacher schools at 
Maylene, Vandiver and 
Mayberry will have to close. 


Hill stated to the Reporter 
that the step was necessary 
because of an error on his part. 


In communications with the 
State Department last summer, 
he understood the total sum 
quoted to him did not include 
the four per cent raise the state 
granted, 

Hill added four per cent to 


this state figure and made the 
county school budget for the 


year on this figure. 

However, the state sum did 
include the raise. In January 
Hill said he realized receipts 
were not meeting expenditures 
and he discovered the error, 

Accordingly, the county 
schools spent some $300,000 
more than they took in this 
year. The “cushion” the Board 
normally allows is now gone, 


Further adding to the 
financial burden this year was 
the fact that four more 
increments were added to the 
teacher payroll. Several 
teachers qualified for these 
raises because of service and 
education. 

Then, as Hill says, “The 
drop in property assessments 
on utilities from 40 per cent to 
30 per cent has finally caught 
up with us,” 


The county has maintained 
a better teacher-student ratio 
than most counties in the state, 
through its use of local funds.

Judge Conrad Fowler has been notified that the state 
highway department will include the final two miles of high- 
way into Wilsonville on State 145 in its future program. 

At present the state is committed to finishing the road 
from a point five miles southeast of Shelby to two miles south 
of Wilsonville. Completion of both sections will mean a 
through road from the Lay Day exit of Interstate 65 to 
Wilsonville.

Rep. Tom Stubbs plans to introduce a bill in the 
legislature to allow the people of the county to vote on the 
issue of electing versus appointing the county school 
superintendent.

Stubbs says that public expression to him on this issue is 
now about 50-50.

On another subject, Stubbs told the Reporter Monday 
that he is seeking an opinion from the Attorney General on a 
county one-mill ad valorem tax to provide for the proposed 
vocational school. 

The county now levies 11 mills for schools, Twelve mills 
are allowed under state law, but the question now asked is 
whether the people must vote on the additional mill or 
whether it can be levied without a vote. 

At present tax rates, one mill produces about $70,000 in 
revenue in the county.

Columbiana’s soil studie 


Columbiana’s limestone terr- 
ain is the subject of a study just 
published by the Geological 
Survey of Alabama. It is the 
Survey’s first publication in the 
realm of ‘environmental 
geology’. 

Entitled “A Problem of 
Subsidence in a Limestone 
Terrain at Columbiana, 
Alabama”, the circular was 
co-authored by State Geologist 
P. E, LaMoreaux and W. J. 


Powell, Associate District 
CHief, Water Resources 
Division, U.S. Geological 
Survey. 


The study was made at the 
request of Robert Bolton, 
Mayor of Columbiana and U. 
§. Senator John Sparkman. 

According to the news 
release announcing the 
publication of Circular 56, 
subsidence, in the Columbiana 
area has damaged several 
buildings and a Federal housing 
project, has endangered the 
concrete filter plant and the 
elevated water storage tank, 
has broken water lines and has 
severed the tracks of the L& N 


Railroad. This subsidence, 
“sinking or settling” of land, is 
common in areas underlain by 
limestone. Alabama areas with 
similar problems are Sylacauga, 
Talladega, Birmingham and the 
Tennessee Valley. 
Hydrogeologic studies 
similar to the one in 
Columbiana are being made

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Bargains 
found in 
egg case 


‘*Bargain hunters can 
usually find good bargains in 
the egg case of their 
supermarket if they know how 
to look for them”, Mary Ann 
Pitts, Foods Education 
Specialist of the Alabama 
Department of Agriculture, 
said this week in talking about 
January as National Egg 
Month. 

Miss Pitts said an egg buyer 
should first understand that 
egg sizes are governed by 
standards set by the US. 
Department of Agriculture. 
These egg sizes, printed on 
every carton of eggs, assure the 
consumer of a minimum 
weight for the dozen of eggs 
enclosed, 

“*Since there is an 
established difference in the 
weight of small, medium, large 
and extra large eggs,”’ Miss Pitts 
said, “then there should be a 
set difference in the price of 
these eggs per dozen. This is 
not always followed by egg 
producers who may very the 
difference in prices between 
sizes according to his current 
egg supply.” 

For instance, Miss Pitts 
explained, if large eggs are 
selling for S2c to 60c per 
dozen, then there should not 
be more than 7c per dozen 
difference between the smalls 
and mediums, the mediums 
and large, and the large and 
extra large. If there is a greater 
than 7c difference here, it 
would be more economical to 
purchase the small size eggs. If 
large eggs are selling from 46c 
to SOc per dozen, the 
difference should not be 
greater than 6c per dozen. 

“So, an egg buyer can find 
bargains in the egg case by 
looking for these differences”, 
Miss Pitts explained.

The largest gathering ever to 
witness a sports event in 
Alabama will be concentrated 
only a short distance from 
Shelby County, in neighboring 
Talladega County this fall. 

Some 100,000 racing fans 
are expected to witness the 
opening of the new Alabama 
Interantional Motor Speedway 
on Sunday, September 14, 
Registration and qualifying 
runs will begin the preceding 
Wednesday, September 9. 

Representatives of 
newspapers and radio stations 
from across the nation toured 
the nearly $4,000,000 project 
Monday of this week. 


The speedway is two-thirds 
completed and construction is 
on schedule. 

The 1,800 acre site is 
located near Talladega and 
encompasses some of the area 
used for an airstrip at 
Eastaboga. 

Sports writers and newsmen 
inspected the 33 degree banked 
turns that are now being 
prepared for an asphalt 
topping. They also saw a 
30-lane road under 
construction that will provide 
racing enthusiasts a ready 
access to the speedway. 

A vaiety of races will be 
run in the complex. A 2.6 mile 


track encloses a 315 acre 
infield. Within the enclosed 
area, a four mile rally track for

‘‘Hazards become more 
dangerous when they’re not 
visible,” Colonel Floyd H. 
Mann, Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, 
said. “For example, a stalled 
car on a roadway is dangerous 
at any time, but at night it’s 
doubly dangerous. An 
approaching driver can’t see it 
until it comes within the range 
of his headlights. Then it 
suddenly looms up out of 
nowhere, and the driver has a 
difficult time swerving or 
stopping his car in time to 
avoid hitting it,” he said, 

Colonel Mann said the same 
is true of holes in the road, 
pedestrians walking along the 
street or roadway, or any 
object that may lie in the 
driver's path. 

“It’s obvious,” Colonel 
Mann said, “That the driver's 
best weapons against such 
night traffic hazards are a good 
pair of headlights, a speed that 
won't outrace those lights, and 
4 constant attitude of 
alertness,”

driving is done in the hours of 
twilight, darkness and dawn 
than is done in daylight, the 
number of people killed in

Problem learning public opinion

Those who follow the 
actions of the Alabama 
Legislature this summer will 
find that they may have 
opinions they would like to 
express to their Senators and 
Representatives on various

standpoint, the problem is not 
so much trying to do what 
their people want, as it is in 
finding out just what it is that 
the public does want. 

Most members of the 
Legislature recognize their 
duty to study issues 
independently, and to exercise 
their own best judgement. 
They also realize, however, 
that they are in Montgomery 
to represent those people in a 
particular county, and that our 
democratic system can work 
only if the product of the 
Legislature ultimately is the 
will of the electorate. 

Thus, a balance must be 
struck between private 
judgment and informed public 
sentiment. The difficulty, 
however, is that the average 
Alabamian simply will not take 
the trouble to let his 
Legislators know how he feels 
about bills in the Legislature, 
or about other matters which 
need corrective legislation. 

For this reason, most 
Legislators welcome and 
encourage all expressions of 
opinion from the counties they 
represent. 

Thus, any contact with a 
Legislator will be considered 
by him. The most effective 
means, however, is a personal 
letter. It is in writing, and 
won’t be forgotten as an oral 
message might be. It can be

Sen. Carr reviews

Houseboat adventure begins 


at Shelby County Airport 


A Fort Lauderdale couple 
who were shelled by mortars, 
met pirates face to face and 
survived two typhoons on a 
47,000 mile cruise left Shelby 
County Airport Friday on 
another adventure. 


Dr. Bill Lee, his wife, 
Gretchen, and their dog, 
Smylee, transferred gear from 
their camping vehicles Friday 
morning to a houseboat that 
will provide transportation and 
living quarters on their next 
adventure. 


Dr. Lee said they have sailed 
to 21 foreign countries, 
traveled 13,000 miles across 
the southern United States on 
a camping expedition and are 
now preparing to match the 
ocean miles with river miles 
seeing the United States. 


Their first adventure began 
in 1955 when Dr, Lee retired 
from his oral surgery practice, 
He and his wife traveled to 
Hong Kong, found a partially 
built sail boat, had the 33-foot 
sloop completed, christened 
their new craft “September 


Song” and nosed her out of 
port. 

Thirty-four days out, a 
school of tuna attacked the 
pilot fish beneath their boat, 
Dr. Lee said. During the 
feeding spree, the tuna rammed 
into the boat's metal keel and 
the blocd from the tuna 
attracted sharks. Dr. Lee said 
for 10 hours the sharks 
bounced off the hull of the 
September Song giving them 
many uneasy moments. 

The episode with the sharks 
was frightening, but nothing to 
compare with the time they 
sailed their boat on a zig-zag 
course through a pack of 
surfacing whales. 

Moro pirates in search of 
cigarettes and coffee boarded 
their vessel in the Philippines, 
Dr. Lee said as soon as the 
pirates boarded, he asked them 
if they had any coffee or 
cigarettes for sale and they 
soon left. 

Mrs. Lee said when they 
reached Manila, natives rowed 
out to their boat and inquired 
if they could get anything from 


the mainland for them. Mrs. 
Lee ordered cigarettes and 
fresh pineapple. She said the 
natives returned with a carton 
of Old Golds and two cans of 
Dole pineapple. 

While in New Guinea Dr. 
Lee worked for eight months 
as an oral surgeon. Two of 
those months he worked on 
the teeth of headhunters in the 
bush country. 

Their sea adventure of five 
years, six months and three 
days ended in 1964, when they 
docked the September Song at 
Fort Lauderdale. 

He worked in television 
until last December. On 
December 13, 1968, Dr. and 
Mrs. Lee and Smylee loaded up 
their camping gear and left 
Fort Lauderdale. After five 
months of camping, they 
decided they liked the water 
better. 

While in Mobile shopping 
for a houseboat, they noticed 
an advertisement for 
houseboats at the Shelby 
County Airport. They closed

It is no small achievement 
to sponsor the creation of a 
poem or a song.

It has been said that poetry 
and music are Siamise twins.

It is the poem 
that lives in the heart that is 
handed on to succeeding 
generations, not primarily 
because of a flawless 
technique, or beauty of 
diction, but because of its 
ability to satisfy some mutual 
hunger of the human heart.

Something we wish we had said last week... 

Within one week two men have died in boating 
accidents on Lay Lake. Both accidents were described by 
authorities as freak accidents. 

Edwin Roger Bonner of Clanton died Monday a week 
ago one mile north of Lay Dam when his boat ran over him 
three times. An eye witness said Bonner was having trouble 
starting his boat and when several attempts failed, he 
opened the throttle on the motor and stood up in the boat 
to pull the crank. 

The motor cranked and Bonner was thrown from his 
boat. 

The boat passed over Bonner three times and on one 
of the passes the propeller fractured the man’s skull, 
according to the coroner. 

Last Saturday night James Jones of Columbiana died 
as the result of a boating accident in the vicinity of 
Kibbey’s Camp on Lay Lake. (see details on Page 1) 

With more than 12,000 acres on Lay Lake, two boats 
collided after dark. Neither operator was aware of the 
other’s presence until that fatal moment. 

Freak accidents are something you never consider 
happening to you; however, they are just as deadly as 
drownings occurring under ordinary circumstances if they 
can be described as such. 

Friends, there is only one answer: Be prepared for 
any circumstances that may arise. 

Check your boat and gear to make certain that you 
have a chance to live. Accidents can be prevented only if 
you are prepared for any situation that may arise. 

If you are not familiar with the equipment you 
should have aboard your boat, check by the probate office 
at the courthouse and pick up a pamphlet outlining the 
required equipment and recommended equipment by the 
Alabama Water Safety Patrol. 

These regulations have been adonted for the safety of 
you and occupants of your boat. The primary objective of 
Water Safety Patrolman Bill Attaway and other members of 
the water safety patrol is to educate the public on safe boat 
operation. 

At times they have to issue a stiff penalty to remind 
boaters that they are endangering their lives as well as other 
persons on the water. It hurts when you have to dip into 
the family funds to pay a fine but it hurts even worse when 
you see rescue squads dragging the river bottom for one of 
your loved ones. 

Check your boat right now and see if you are giving 
yourself a fair chance to live while enjoying your recreation 
on the river. If you are not equipped properly, take a few 
dollars today and buy your family the necessary safety 
equipment that will at least give them a chance to survive 
any boating mishap.

In commenting on the 
production of revenue for 
education already 
accomplished and the proposed 
tax program to raise revenue 
for Medicaid, Turner stated 
that never before has an 
Alabama governor advocated 
such an extensive revenue 
producing program during the 
year immediately preceeding 
an election. 

He praised Governor Brewer 
for his intestinal fortitude in 
pushing for such a program 


immediately before an election 
year, 

Turner suggested that 
revenues for Medicaid would 
probably come from a tax on 
purely luxury items such as 
cigarettes, liquors and beer. 


Turner, who is Chairman of 
the Senate Finance and 
Taxation Committee and also 
served as chairman of a 
legislative subcommittee 
investigating consumer credit 


on the faculties at 
Northwestern University and 
the University of Southern 
Illinois. She has conducted 
workshops and _ short-term 
sessions at universities and 
colleges, public school districts, 
and community and 
professional associations 
throughout the United States 
and Canada.

requirement for commercial 
catfish production is terrain 
that will permit impoundment 
of large bodies of water with a 
relatively small investment,” 
explained Soil Conservation 
Service District Conservationist 
John Morrow. 

The conservationist did not 
rule out the possibility of 
commercial catfish farming in 
the county altogether - there 
may be isolated areas where 
terrain is favorable. 

Morrow also said that 
research on raising catfish in 
cages similar to chickens is 
under way at Auburn 
University. There are further 
problems to be ironed out in 
this method of production but 
it might later present 
possibilities for the 
predominately steep sloped 
areas of Shelby county. 

“Our whiskered friend the 
catfish is being used in 
combination with bass and 
bream in pond stocking in the 
county, both in ponds used for 
family recreation and those 
used to supplement other 
income by sale of fishing 
permits and in other ways,” 
Morrow said, 

Many Shelby county ponds 
were originally stocked with 
bass and bream. However, as 
interest in the catfish for sport 
and meat for the table 
increases, pond owners are 
adding this species. 

The channel catfish is 
adaptable in combination with 
bass and bream, reveals Dr. Phil 
Beasley of the Alabama College 
Biology Department. Beasley 
had extensive training in 
fisheries at Auburn University 
on his way to a_ terminal 
degree. 

Many Shelby Countians are 
using channel catfish 
exclusively for stocking ponds. 
They are attracted by the rate 
of growth of the catfish, the 
feed conversion ratio and their 
fighting techniques as a sport 
fish on the end of a line. 

Properly fed and managed 
channel catfish can grow from 
fingerling size to 
approximately one pound in 
weight in a 150 day growing 
season. A rule of thumb 
feeding rate is two percent of 
body weight daily, or two 
pounds feed for 100 pound 
fish daily. 

The highly nutritious 
channel catfish will dress out 
approximately 80 percent high 
protein meat as compared with 
body weight. The increased 
quality of the commercial 
ration fed catfish over the river 
catfish is comparable to 
increase in quality of the 
present day broiler to that of 
the barnyard fryer of half 
century ago. 

Conservationist Morrow 
provides a few of the many 
examples of how Shelby 
Countians are using channel 
catfish.

livestock water pond on his 40 
acre farm." The pond was 
stocked with bass and bream a 
decade ago and had 200 
Channel catfish fingerlings 
added in the spring of this 
year. The pond is used for 
livestock water and as a bonus, 
recreation for the family and 
patrons of a trailer park on the 
farm. 

Clarence Ellison and his son 
Wayne Ellison of near Pelham 
have one stock water pond 
with approximately one 
surface acre and application in 
to construct a second one and 
one-half acre pond. The 
existing pond was stocked with 
bream and bass after draining 
four years ago. Channel catfish 
fingerlings were added this past 
spring. 


Mrs. Charles Warren of near 
Siluria had a 14 acre pond built 
in 1949 and restocked in 1963 
with bass and bream at a rate 
recommended by the Alabama 
State Department of 
Conservation and Wildlife. 


She sells daily fishing 
permits to supplement other 
income. Few beef cattlemen 
have better herd management 
programs than her program in 
pond management. 


Mrs, Warren - a fisherwoman 
in her own right - uses the 
Missouri “show me”’ technique 
in inducing customers, She 
proudly shows them pictures 
of an eight pound plus bass she 
took from the lake on rod and 
reel, She added channel catfish 
to the lake last spring. 


Mrs. W.R. Sexton of 
Westover has twin lakes of two 
and four acres. The two acre 
lake was drained and stocked 
to channel catfish exclusively 
at the rate of 500 fingerlings 
per acre. According to Morrow, 
the catfish should be ready for 
harvest, beginning this fall. 


Bob Saunders ol 
Birmingham has a 160 acre 
farm located west of Sterett 
with two water impoundments 
- a 30 acre lake stocked with 
bream and bass 10 years ago 
and a three acre pond stocked 
exclusively with channel 
catfish at the rate of 1,500 
fingerlings per acre this past 
spring. He is considering 
possibility of leasing sites along 
one side of the one-half mile 
30 acre lake.

Heart of Dixie

If you are a fisherman who likes to lay out a line with 
a feather attached just as enticing to a bull bream as a fan 
dancers plumage, then head on down to Lay Lake for an 
afternoon of fun. 

And fun it will be when that bug touches the water. 
you wait a moment, give the line a kind tug and smack, you 
have on one of the best fighters around. 

Cricket and worm fishermen report they are taking 
their share of the bream, also, The bream are not averaging 
as large as the pond-raised bream, but they make mighty 
fine eating. 

Capt. Ed Lightsey came by the office Monday 
morning with a fine catch of bream he caught shortly after 
daybreak in a private lake. Those 15 bream averaged well 
over a half-pound each and all of them fell for a white 
popping bug. 

As for the bass on the Coosa - - where are they? Bass 
fishermen have been waiting for the top water activity to 
pick up, but the bass just won’t cooperate. 

We did hear one encouraging report from a tackle 
salesman Tuesday morning. He said the fishermen from the 
other side of the river are catching a lot of bass on 
hellbenders - - pink eyed with a pearl finish. 

If catching bream on the Coosa just doesn’t suit you, 


you might try Lake Purdy. We called Taft Sheets office 


earlier this week and learned that bass fishing is picking up 
there. The artificial black worm is the ticket. Several nice 
bass have been taken while drifting a black worm near the 
banks, 

One Lake Purdy fisherman hauled out 40 bream 
weighing from one-half to one pound this week. Red 
worms, African wigglers and night crawlers are the 
favorites. 

If the sun is getting too hot for you, leave a little later 
in the evening and take along a lantern. Night fishing for 
crappie is good now on Lay Lake. 

What about the stripes? 

Frank Leslie of Montevallo is the man to see. Frank is 
without a doubt one of the best stripe fishermen around. If 
you see a fisherman in waders standing in the mouth of 
Yellow Leaf Creek below Lay Dam and he is reeling in the 
Stripes, that is Frank Leslie. 

He was telling me a couple of weeks back about one 
of his experiences. The stripes were really hitting and 
during the rapid activity, he glanced over his shoulder and 
noticed a game warden standing on the bank. 

Frank said the officer didn’t much look like he 
wanted to wade in to check the catch, so Frank obliged by 
wading back to the bank. Frank said he was a little uneasy 
because he had lost count of the number of fish he had. 
The officer counted the fish and announced he had three 
less than the limit. 

After this close shave with the law, Frank has 
developed this method, He counts out 30 black-eyed peas 
and puts them in his pocket. Each time he catches a fish, he 
tosses one black-eyed pea into the water. 

Frank says this is a good way to keep up with your 
catch and occasionally he knocks a stripe in the head when 
it comes by for the pea.

Bank officials told the 
Reporter that a colored male, 
about 25 years of age, came in 
the bank shortly after noon 
Monday, and asked for change 
for a ten dollar bill.

The homeowner, working 
man and small land owner are 
discriminated against in every 
conceivable way. 

When we buy gasoline, 
every person pays the same 
7-cent per gallon state tax, and 
when we buy groceries we all 
pay the same 4 per cent state 
sales tax; but when we pay ad 
valorem taxes, one individual 
may pay twenty times as much 
as the large land holder on the 
same amount of market value.

Timber land is assessed at 
$6.50 per acre which means 
that the equalization board 
considers the land as having a 
market value of $32.50 per 
acre while the land actually is 
worth at from $150.00 to 
$1,000.00 per acre. 

Homes, automobiles, etc. 
are generally assessed at 20 
percent of market value in 
Shelby County while the land 
owned by the big-land-owners 
is assessed at from 1 percent to 
5 percent. 

Recently a large-land-owner 
who lives in Jefferson County 
sold 2,500 acres of land he 
owned in Shelby County for 
$650.00 per acre. This land 
was assessed at $6.50 per acre, 
or 1 percent of its market 
value! 

Compared to him, the

cases, the homeowner and auto

the owner was paying on a 
$1,000 assessed value or a 10% 
rate, 

In Shelby County four big 
companies own 35% of all the 
taxable land but pay only 1! 
percent of the taxes, Three of 
these companies’ are paper 
companies and the other a 
large steel company. 

Their tax bill is only 17 
cents per acre - - and if you 
consider that ad valorem tax is 
deductible from Federal and 
State Income Tax, the 
out-of-pocket expense is only 7 
cents per acre... . Only one 8” 
diameter pine tree 30 feet tall 
will pay the taxes on an acre of 
land for ten years! 

An individual will pay as 
much in gasoline taxes per year 
as it costs a paper company or 
this steel company to hold 
2,600 acres of land per year. 

The owner of a medium to 
low-priced car worth 
$3,000.00 will pay as much ad 
valorem tax as the 
large-land-owner will pay on 
100 acres of land worth 
$18,000.00 or a six times 
higher tax rate. 

Businesses are allowed to 
use the depreciated book value 
of plant machinery, fixtures, 
and plant facilities when 
reporting the net worth of the 
company. The average 
individual does not depreciate 
his home. Business equipment, 
etc. is depreciated much faster 
than is the decline of its actual 
market value. Since there is a

in the Jefferson County area 
and a comparably lower 
percentage of homeowners, 
this is the reason that the ad 
valorem taxes paid per person 
in Jefferson County are even 
lower than the taxes paid per 
person in Shelby County. 

Some say that the state 
should get out of the ad 
valorem tax business 
altogether, but I say that this is 
the reason we are in the mess 
we find ourselves today. The 
state is not far enough in the 
ad valorem tax business. 

While the county is the 
chief beneficiary of the 
advalorem tax income and 
while this is mainly a county 
problem, market values must 
be set at the state level. 


If the state had not been 
leaving it up to the counties to 
set valuations, we wouldn’t be 
in our present day situation. 

The state should hire two 
qualified property appraisers to 
set valuations and one clerk to 
work in each Senatorial 
District and make them merit 
system employees. 

The present Equalization 
Board’s function of appraising 
property should be abolished 
and this board should act as a 
hearing board for hearing 
appeals from persons who feel 
the state property appraisers’ 
figures are wrong. 

If the appeals, or hearing 
board’s, decision does not 
satisfy either the state 
appraiser or the property 
owner, then the party in 
disagreement could appeal to 
the circuit court. 

It is not my opinion that ad 
valorem taxes should be such 
that any person or business 
should be taxed out of 
business, but that every person 
or business should be taxed-at 
the same equal rate. 

If the ad valorem tax 
structure was revised; we 
wouldn’t have to continue to 
levy consumer taxes. If it is not 
revised, I am convinced we will 
be faced with another crisis in 
education in less than, two 
years,

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Commodity program allows 
$12 in food for single person 


By Marcia M, Sears 
One household in_ this 
county has fifteen people in it 
whose combined incomes are 
so low they qualify for surplus 
commodities. 


Several households of 11, 
12 and 13 members are so poor 
they get free food under the 
Department of Agriculture 
program. 

Is the free food program a 
Rigantic giveaway in Shelby 
County? Hardly. 


Your income - if there's just 
one of you in a household - has 
to be less than $100 per month 
to qualify for $12 worth of 
free commodities a month. 


If you have ten mouths to 
feed, you cannot have more 
than $350 coming into the 
house to qualify. And then you 
get $87.25 worth of food from 
the USDA. 


Once a month you make the 
trip to the county warehouse 
in Columbiana - arranging a 
ride with neighbors, friends or 
relatives - to get your food. If 
you are elderly and cannot get 
transportation, the OEO 
Health and Home people can 


get the commodities delivered 
to you, 


Cecil Davis, who has been in 
charge of the distribution since 
1962, says there are many 
more families in the county 
who could qualify for the 
commodities if they would 
apply. 

Davis explained the program 
to the Reporter last Thursday 
as distributions were being 
made to people from the 
Calera Montevallo area. 
Twenty foods are now on the 
surplus list, which is the largest 
number ever distributed in the 
county: Chopped meat, cheese, 
corn grits, nonfat dry milk, 
meal, flour, rolled oats, rice, 
dry beans, green beans, 
scrambled egg powder, 
evaporated milk, instant 
potatoes, dried prunes or 
raisins, corn syrup, lard or 
shortening, peanut butter, fruit 
juice and one can of meat 
chosen from beef, chicken or 
turkey. Davis estimated the 
retail value at $12 for one each 
of the above. 

The meat selection and the 
fruit juice have recently been 
added, 


An carly problem with the 
surplus program was that many 
persons did not know how to 
prepare unfamiliar foods, For 
several now Miss 
Marian Cotney and the county 
Extension Homemaker Clubs 
have distributed recipes and 
samples to show how they can 
best be used, Last week a 
different club each day 
brought cooked samples to the 
warchouse to show those 
receiving the commoditics 
some attractive ways the food 
could be prepared. 

To participate with the 
USDA, the county provides 
warehouse space and salaries 
for Mr. Davis, a_ half-time 
secretary, a truck driver and six 
to eight persons on distribution 
days. 

Mrs. Frances Lucas of 
Calera and Mrs. Christine Bush 
work with the program as 
counselors in the Health and 
Home program. Their work is 
with the elderly only. Mrs. 
Lucas told the Reporter that 
276 households with elderly 
people are helped with the 
commodity program in the 
county.

The other proposed legislation would take Shelby County 
out of the 18th Judicial Circuit and set it up as a circuit of its 
own, At present, Shelby, Clay and Coosa counties form the 
18th circuit, with Judge Kenneth Ingram of Clay County as 
presiding judge. 


A grant of $52,476.17 was announced for Shelby County 
by Ernest Stone, Superintendent of Education. The sum is 
designated for teacher training and will be shared with the 
Selma, Jefferson County and Birmingham school systems. 

Alabama College will work with these systems under the 
program. The funds are specifically allocated to attract a 
greater number of qualified persons into teaching, as well as to 
provide training and retraining opportunities. Nine other 
systems in the state were also granted money under this 
program,

When you pick up a copy of the general laws and 
regulations adopted by the Alabama Water Safety Division 
and flip through the more than 50 pages, you wonder really 
if every boater takes time to read the book from cover to 
cover. 

Apparently some do not because there are citations 
being issued everyday to boaters who do not abide by the 
rules of the waterways. However, a majority of boat 
operators are compiling a living testimonial that water 
safety does work, 

Bill Attaway, water safety partolman on Lay Lake, 
came by the office Monday with a graph that proves that 
the water safety program is an excellent investment, 

During the year preceding the adoption of the boat 
registration system there were 57 pleasure boating fatalities 
in Alabama. More than 65,000 boats were registered for the 
first time in the 1959-60 registration period and pleasure 
boating fatalities dropped to more than one-half to 27 
fatalities. 

The attaching of a number to the bow of a boat was 
not the life saving factor. Laws were passed in 1959 that 
gave the pleasure boater a set of life-saving rules and 
regulations and these rules were enforced by water 
patrolmen. 

During the past 10 years the number of boats 
registered has almost doubled, yet the number of pleasure 
boating fatalities has never surpassed the 1958-59 figure. 

During the last recording period there were more than 
110,000 boats registered in the state and 42 boating 
fatalities. Attaway said his department expects a record 
117,000 boat registrations this year. So far there have been 
11 pleasure boating fatalities this year compared to 25 
fatalities during the same period last year. 

Attaway feels this may be a record year for boating 
safety in Alabama. Let’s set that record. 


Attaway reminds fishermen that they are required by 
law to have Coast Guard approved fire extinguisher aboard 
when using any fuel consuming devise, such as a gasoline 
lantern, stove and etc. Night fishermen, if you are using a 
lantern, be sure you have an approved fire extinguisher 
aboard. 


A new regulation effecting fishermen on Lay 
Lake has been issued by Joe W. Graham, director of 
conservation: 

“Effective July 1, 1969, the taking, catching, killing or 
the attempt to take, catch or kill any species of fish by the 
method known as ‘snatching’ or ‘snagging’ on the Coosa 
River within one-half mile below Logan Martin Dam in 
Talladega and St. Clair Counties, Neeley Henry Dam in 
Calhoun and St. Clair Counties, and Weiss Dam in Cherokee 
County, is prohibited,” 


Porter Ingram, formerly of Calera, returned to Shelby

Walter Flowers introduces 
Tornado Detection Bill 


U, S. Representative Walter 
Flowers has introduced a bill in 
the U, S.Congress establishing a 
“National Tornado Detection 
and Warning System”. 


Congressman Flowers 
pointed out that “We in 
Alabama live at the gateway to 
‘Tornado Alley’ and each year 
witness the tragedy and 
destruction caused by this 
most fearsome windstorm”. 
Flowers observed that 
devastating tornados in 
Alabama have, over the years, 
resulted in the known loss of 
630 lives and caused in excess 
of $30 million worth of 
property damage. 

Flowers’ bill authorizes the 
Secretary of Commerce to 
conduct research and 
development programs to 
increase knowledge of 
tornados, squall lines, and 
other severe local storms. 

The bill also provides for a 
study of methods for detecting 
storms, for prediction and 
advance warning and for the

Sparkman introduces bill 
to cut flight fare for young, old 


Old folks, young folks, 
military personnel and 
handicapped persons will fly 
the nation’s airways at 
half-price fares, if a bill 
currently co-sponsored by 
Senator John Sparkman (D., 
Ala.) becomes law. 

The bill is currently pending 
before the Senate Commerce 
Committee. It seeks to amend 
the Federal Aviation Act of 
1958 to authorize reduced rate 
transportation for certain 
additional persons on a 
space-available basis, 

The term, “youth” in the 
bill applies ta persons over 12 
and under 20. Elderly people 
65 and over would be eligible 
for lower air fares. 

Thirty-two other Senators 


of both political parties are on 
the bill as co-sponsors. It is 
being co-sponsored in the U. S. 
House of Representatives by 
40 Congressmen. 

Sparkman said the bill was 
prompted by a Civil 
Aeronautics Board examiner 
decision on Jan, 21, 1969. The 
decision did away with the 
half-price fare for youths 12-21. 

The airlines would benefit 
from this legislation, according 
to Sparkman, who contends 
that the lowered fares would 
help airlines to fill empty seats 
with half — tare passengers 
awaiting passage on a stand-by 
basis. The bill would encourage 
students, older people and the 
handicapped to travel at 
off-peak travel hours.

Cotton planter explains position 


Harpersville, Alabama

Dear Sir: 

I am writing in reference to 
an article that recently 
appeared in the Shelby County 
Reporter which was taken 
from the Congressional Record 
by U.S. Representative 
Findley of Illinois. 

Many people who are 
uninformed about the farm 
program, read these half truths 
and are led to believe that the 
farmer is receiving more than a 
fair price for his cotton. I think 
it time someone spoke up and 
enlightened the misguided 
public concerning the farm 
program. The writer of the 
above mentioned article 
undoubtedly does not 
completely understand the 
program himself since he stated 
that the government is paying 
the farmer to either plant or 
not plant his cotton which is 
true but should be explained. 

Before the “Farm Act of 
1965” there was a large surplus 
of cotton. The mills would not 
pay the price the farmers 
needed to offset expenses and 
make a fair profit, so this 
program was set up to 


eliminate this surplus and pay 
the farmer enough to give him 
a fair profit. 

The first year of the 
program, in 1966, in order to 
eliminate the surplus, the 
farmer was paid approximately 
10.76 cents per projected yield 
pound to divert 35% of his 
allotment. The projected yield 
is based on the prior three 
years average yield. This 
diversion plus bad crop years in 
1966 and 1967 reduced the 
surplus so much that in 1968 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
reduced the payment to 6 
cents per pound, He was 
fearful that should he cut the 
payment completely out, the 
farmer would plant all of his 
allotment thereby producing 
another large surplus. With 
another bad crop in 1968, the 
farmer failed to produce 
enough cotton to supply the 
demand so this year, 1969, the 
payment for diverted acreage 
has been eliminated in hopes 
that the farmer will plant 
cotton on his land thus 
producing enough to supply 
the 13 million bales needed. 

I hope I have clarified the 
payment the farmer receives 
for not planting. 

By using my personal record 
on the 1968 crop year, I will 
now explain the payment the

These freshwater jellyfish should make the saltwater 

striped bass stocked recently in Lay Lake feel right at 
home. Game and Fish Division Chief Charles D. Kelley 
announced last Thursday that 16,800 salt water striped bass 
have been stocked in three lakes on the Coosa River. 
; Kelly said 7,000 striped bass were stocked in Lay 
Lake, 6,800 in Jordan Lake and 3,000 in Mitchell Lake. He 
‘said these lakes were selected for stocking after a biological 
evaluation of the available food supply and several other 
factors necessary for the survival and growth of this 
‘outstanding game fish. 

The striped bass are expected to provide sports 
fishing for eventual trophy-size fish and to provide a 
control for large shad and other rough species, 

These striped bass are expected to reach a weight of 


_ one pound within one year. They should gain as much as 


,two pounds or more annually in subsequent years, Once 
they are big enough to feed on large shad, their growth rate 
is greatly accelerated, according to the Conservation 
Department. 

The Alabama record catch for the species in fresh 
water is 55 pounds, The world’s record for a rod and reel
